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Speaking on fhe subject of Army discipline, an old 
officer of the Army says: “In my service I have only 
served with three commanding officers who made their 
posts a ‘hell on earth’ for all under them. Two of the 
three were honest, well-meaning men, and one of the 
two was a gentleman by birth, breeding and in intention, 
but all were impulsive men with strong prejudices, sus- 
picious and harsh. If they thought a thing was so they 
believed it, and no amount of evidence could convince 
them that they were in error. If a junior differed with 
them on any point, social or official, they took a dislike 
to him and after that he never could perform any duty, 
even the most trifling, in a way to satisfy the senior who 
would pass most of a drill shouting at and criti- 
cising him. The C. O. would send for him forty times 
a day, and have the adjutant write him letters for replies. 
The junior was, of course, devoting all his time to per. 
forming his duty in the most strict and military manner. 
Most of these affairs resulted in arrests and charges. 
Generally the department commander would refuse a 
court, and after leaving the junior in arrest his forty 
days order his release. In the few instances that courts 
were ordered they usually acquitted the junior. I was 
a member of a court that tried one junior. There were 
not only charges, but additional and additional charges. 
Although the junior pleaded simply not guilty to each 
specification and charge it was only on the third day that 
the court commenced taking evidence. The court ac- 
quitted him of all the charges and specifications but one, 
and that one ‘passing his commanding officer without 
saluting him.’ Even when a commanding officer is a 
sensible gentleman he may be sometimes out of 
health, irritable and cross and may do things hastily 
and harshly. I have known one of the best, most 
energetic and ambitious young officers in the Army con- 
verted into a ‘crank’ by his commanding officer. He was 
in close arrest forty days, and only then released because 
the doctor reported he was losing his mind. With the 
mercury 115 degrees and nothing to do or think of he 
never ceased to brood over his wrongs. His case 
was examined by a special inspector who found no evi- 
dence of offense against him. His commanding officer 
was not a bad man and doubtless thought the junior 
should be tried and be dismissed from the Service. They 
hated each other and neither could mention the other 
without applying to him the most insulting and oppro- 
bious epithets. As a general rule an arrest never ends 
without bitter persona] feeling arising between the two 
officers. The most elegant gentleman and disciplinarian 
I ever knew, noted for keeping up the pride of his 
officers, used the arrest freely as a punishment, but he 
held that no officer could punish another except when the 
junior admitted that the punishment was just and de- 
served. Every officer knew that if he objected to an 
arrest or any provision of it as a punishment that he 
would be released and the matter referred to a court- 
martial. Most of them thought a court would give them 
more unpleasani punishment. At all events none of them 
asked for a court. I have never heard any one who had 
been disciplined by him speak of him except with re- 
spectful admiration. He was not a man of great abil- 
ity, but he was a thorough gentleman and soldier.” 

Following the extension of civil authority over the 
Philippines there is likely to be an inflow of capital and 
enterprise into the islands which promises enormous bene- 
fits to American commerce and industry. The variety 
and richness of the natural resources of the archipelago 
are admitted by all intelligent investigators. Among 
these is Lieut. DeWitt C. Lyles, 12th U.S. Inf., who saw 
extensive service in the islands and who, in a current 
newspaper interview, is quoted as saying: “The future 
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of the Philippines is bright. Order has been restored 
from the chaotic conditions which obtained in the days 
of the Spanish. The climate is splendid, the people for 
the most part are amiable and appreciative of what the 
United States has done for them, and it is my opinion 
that the archipelago comprises the richest territory in the 
world.” The testimony of Lieutenant Lyles merely 
strengthens the widespread conviction that, in addition 
to its beneficent influence in behalf of Christian civiliza- 
tion and progress, the work of the Army in the Philip- 
pines has prepared the way for an American commercial 
conquest of almost inconceivably splendid proportions. 
How the policy of expansion has affected American com- 
merce in general can be clearly shown by a _ brief 
citation from an official bulletin just issued by the 


Treasury Bureau of Statistics. In 1897, the year 
before Hawaii, Porto Rico and the Philippines 
passed under the control of the United States 


our total exports to all of those islands amounted to 
$6,773,560. In 1901 they amounted to more than $30,- 
000,000 and for the fiscal year 1902 ending June 30 they 
- rose, according to Treasury estimates, to at least $35,- 
000,000. United States exports to the Philippines alone 
increased from $94,597 in 1897 to $404,193 in 1899. to 
$2,640,449 in 1900, to $4,027,064 in 1901, and the total 
for 1902 is estimated at $5,000,000. That this progressive 
increase, great as it is, will be still larger under the civil 
government which has now been established, admits of 
no doubt whatever. 


= 
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So far as the influence of the Government shall pre- 
vail the military and naval maneuvers on Long Island 
Sound between Aug. 30 and Sept. 6 will be conducted 
with the utmost secrecy, both the War Department and 
the Navy Department having announced that no infor- 
mation whatever will be given to the newspapers. “You 
newspaper men,” Secretary Moody is quoted as saying to 
a reporter, “will have to dig up information for your- 
selves. The maneuvers are planned on the idea that war 
exists, and to give the newspapers information would be 
giving away the plans of the Navy Department to the 
enemy. Consequently, the same reticence regarding plans 
will be observed at the War Department, and I hope the 
newspaper men will be active in their endeavors to gain 
information. Then, if anything does get out, it will be 
an excellent lesson, and we will be able to guard against 
such a leak in the future. I consider it most excellent 
policy.” The idea suggested by Mr. Moody is good. 
The value of the forthcoming maneuvers depends to a 
considerable degree upon their execution in secret. The 
position of the newspaper men will be nominally that of 
the enemy. If they can discover the plans and objects 
and follow the movements of the military and naval 
forces the fact will signify that the purposes of the man- 
euvers were not securely guarded and that the operations 
might have been anticipated and perhaps thwarted by an 
actual enemy of equal alertness. A contest along these 
lines, with a policy of the strictest secrecy on the part of 
the Government forces and a policy of determined news- 
hunting on the part of of the newspaper reporters, might 
produce results of real value to the military establish- 
ment. If there were any leaks such a contest would 
certainly disclose them. The dailies are already giving 
elaborate descriptions of a proposed attack by the Navy 
upon New York city, by way of the Sound, with a de- 
fense by the harbor forts and 6,000 troops, under the 
command of Major General MacArthur as successor to 
General Brooke. 











While Aguinaldo’s acceptance of the amnesty gener- 
ously offered by the President of the United States will 
probably be a grievous disappointment to his zealous 
partizans in this country, it is a manifestation of shrewd 
common sense which promises well for his future com- 
fort and safety. His promptness in taking the oath of 
allegiance to the United States, his expressions of grati- 
tude to Major General Chaffee for the considerate treat- 
ment extended to himself and other Filipino prisoners 
by the American military authorities and his declared 
belief that under American control the Philippines are 
2pout to enter upon an era of prosperity, contentment 
and happiness—these facts all indicate that the former 
leader of the Filipino revolt has a correct understanding 
of American purposes respecting the archipelago and its 
inhabitants. This understanding would doubtless be 
still further broadened by his contemplated visit to the 
United States. His desire to study this country and 
its people is entirely laudable, and it is too bad that he 
did not begin to study them long ago. He would have 
found them then, as he will find them now, peaceable, 
generous, tolerant and hospitable, but firmly resolved 
that their flag shall be respected and their authority 
obeyed in good faith wherever it has been honorably 
established. On this understanding Senor Aguinaldo 
would receive a friendly welcome in the United States, 
but he should bear in mind that if he comes he will in all 
likelihood be curtly read out of the American “anti-im- 
perialist” party for basely deserting and taking the oath 
of allegiance.

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While business and industrial conditions in Cuba are 
undoubtedly distressing, as Brig. Gen. Fitzhugh Lee, 
U.S.A., retired, declares in a current newspaper interview, 
his despondent view as to the immediate future of the 
island appears to be colored somewhat unduly by his 
generous sympathy for its inhabitants. General Lee holds 
that unless the situation is speedily relieved by providing 
for the entry of Cuban products into American markets 
there will be nothing but the alternative of anarchy or 
annexation, “and anarchy,” he continues, “means the 
interference of the United States and the hoisting of our 
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flag to remain over the island.”” General Lee’s knowledge 
of Cuba and the Cubans entitles his opinions to serious 
consideration, yet it is possible that the “murmurs of _ 
discontent among the negroes of the island,” to which he 


alludes, are provoked more largely by political than by © 1: 


economic conditions. The negroes, he says, are dissatis- 
fied, claiming that they have not been fairly treated in the 
distribution of the spoils of patronage under the new - 
Cuban Government, and this dissatisfaction, it is pointed 
out, may result in trouble at any moment. In view of 
the fact that American capitalists have within a week 
offered large loans to the Cuban Government on liberal 
terms, may it not be that this spirit of political disap- 
pointment and dissension menaces the peace and progress 
of the infant republic even more seriously than does the 
temporary financial distress of the people? If so, it is 
difficult to see what business the United States has to 
meddle in the affair one way or the other. 





From representations made in Washington by Mr. 
Blacklock, U.S. Vice Consul and Fiscal Agent in Tu- 
tuila, the American island of the Samoan group, there 
appears to be a certain degree of friction between him- 
self and the naval administration in that island which he 
wants the Federal Government to remove. Mr. Black- 
lock holds that the present naval control over the island 
is not altogether desirable and that it should be so modi- 
fied as to limit the authority of the naval commandant 
exclusively to the naval station proper, leaving him— 
Blacklock—to exercise the functions of civil governor 
in the remainder of the island. Another thing to which 
Consul Blacklock objects still more earnestly is the order 
of Capt. Uriel Sebree, U.S. Naval Governor of Tutuila, 
prohibiting the sale of wines and liquors on the island 
which in the consul’s opinion, is injuring business and 
should be revoked. The revocation of this order, says 
Mr. Blacklock, is “a crying need” meaning, possibly, 
that the interests of Tutuila actually require a civil ad- 
ministration on an alcoholic basis. As against this view 
of the situation it should be remembered that Captain 
Sebree is a naval officer of fine abilities and large ex- 
perience, that his work as Naval Governor has never 
until now provoked a word of criticism and that he prob- 
ably knows the real needs of the island at least as well 
as any of its civilian residents. We fancy: therefore that 
the Government at Washington will carefully consider 
his side of the case before authorizing any change in the 
established order of things.

Secretary Moody’s designation of the New York Navy 
Yard as the place for constructing the battleship which 
the new Naval Appropriation act requires to be built 
in a Government yard is thoroughly logical and business- 
like. The advantages of the New York Navy Yard over 
the other Governments plants are both numerous and im- 
portant. Its geographical position will result in a great 
saving in the cost of transportation for materials; it is 
in the center of a great industrial region where the sup- 
ply of skilled labor is abundant and permanent, while the 
plant already has a splendid mechanical equipment much 
of which can be used in the work proposed. The slip 
and ways required for the projected ship will cost nearly 
if not all of the item of $175,000 which the law provides 
to prepare the vard selected for shipbuilding purposes, 
so that the additional tools needed will have to be paid 
for out of the general appropriations. The selection 
of the New York Navy Yard for the proposed construc- 
tion has been made solely with a view to insuring prompt- 
ness, thoroughness and economy, and while there are 
wide differences of opinion among experts as to the 
benefits to be derived from the undertaking, it is certain 
that the work will be executed under conditions likely 
to effect a definite settlement of the question as to the 
wisdom and economy of building warships in Government 
yards.

The possi- 
bilities almost within sight and which already fulfill more 
than even Senator Hoar hoped for in the vague future, 
must stagger the faint-hearted who had only dogmas and 
hopes while the real thing was being developed in actual 
fact through the wisdom, patience and bravery of the

bilities already realized, as the approaching fulfilment 
of the prophetic words of Washington challenge recog- 
nition ‘wn fait accompli...

Rear Admiral Taylor, Chief of the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion, and Civil Engineer Rosseau have been appointed 
by the Secretary of the Navy a board to determine the 
site for the naval station which it is proposed to establish 


on the Great Lakes. The Naval Appropriation bill of this 
year authorized the appointment of such a board which 
will report to the Secretary of the Navy who in turn will 
report to Congress. The idea is that at its next 
session will make an appropriation for the

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The President has disapproved the recommendation 
of the Examining Board in the case of Pay Inspector 
Stephen Rand who was recently examined by the board 


‘and recommended for promotion to the grade of pay 


director. In accordance with the recent orders, 
when Mr. Rand’s papers were sent to Secretary 
Moody they were accompanied by a_ statement 


showing his services under his present commission 
from which it appeared that he had seen no sea 
service under his commission as pay inspector, which 
dates from Sept. 1, 1899, and in fact, has not been to 
sea since May, 1897. In view of this the Secretary of the 
Navy forwarded to the President without recommendation 
the papers in Mr. Rand’s case calling attention to the 
statement of his services. The President disapproved the 
recommendation of the board and Mr. Rand will not, 
for the present, be promoted. The action in the case of 
this officer marks the beginning of a new and radical 
policy by the Navy Department. Some time ago we called 
attention to the fact that it was Mr. Moody's policy 
not to approve the promotion of any officer who had not 
seen sea service under his present commission. Mr. Rand 
will be immediately ordered to sea, and after he has been 
there for what the Department considers a_ sufficient 
length of time, he will be promoted. In the meanwhile, 
his name in the Navy Register will be marked with a star 
signifying that he is to be promoted as soon as this sea 
service has been satisfactorily performed. Whether or not 
the officer below him will be promoted over his head 
has not been determined.

The Secretary of War has disapproved of the memo- 
randum of L.eutenant General Miles requesting that 
Capt. Robert C. Van Vliet, 10th Inf., be detailed as 
inspector of small arms practice on his staff, calling at- 
tention to Article 214 of the Army Regulations, which 
reads as follows: “The personal staff of a department 
commander will consist of the authorized aides. The de- 
partment staff will be limited to officers detailed by the 
Secretary of War from appropriate staff departments 
or corps, or of officers of the line detailed by the same 
authorities to act in their stead. The duties prescribed 
in Small Arms Firing Regulations for the inspector of 
small arms practice will be performed by an aide or by 
the adjutant general.” When Col. Jesse Lee (now briga- 
dier general) was designated by General Miles as inspec- 
tor of small arms practice on his staff the same question 
arose as to whether the commanding general was author- 
ized to have an additional aide for this duty. The Sec- 
retary at that time was not inclined to believe that it was 
possible to make the assignment under Article 214, but 
General Miles was of the opinion that the regulation 
only applied to department commanders and the Secretary 
made the assignment. In spite of this precedent, General 
Miles’s recommendation for the detail of Captain Van 
Vliet has been disapproved. The matter will be allowed 
to drop.

Capt. Sam C. Lemly, J.A.G., U.S.N., in response to a 
request from the Bureau of Navigation for a construction 


- of the section of the new Naval Appropriation bill gov- 


erning the appointment of additional midshipman to the 
Naval Academy, holds that the two additional midship- 
men to be chosen from each State on recommendation of 
United States Senators must be designated by the Sena- 
tors before the first day of July of the year in which a 
vacancy exists, otherwise such vacancies shall be filled 
by the Secretary of the Navy. The Judge Advocate 
General also rules that section 1514, Rev. Stat., prescrib- 
ing the maner in which the Secretary of the Navy shall 
notify members of the House of vacancies for their re- 
spective districts also governs the notice to Senators 
concerning vacancies in their respective States. It is 
pointed out that the purpose of the recent enactment 
was to provide additional officers for the Navy, and that 
as there was no repeal of existing law, the reasonable 
assumption is that Senators and Representatives are to 
be notified of vacancies in the same way. The Judge 
Advocate General suggests that Senators be at once no- 
tified that under the provisions of the new law they 
should make nominations for the appointment of mid- 
shipmen in order that as many of the appointees as pos- 
sible may enter the Academy before the beginning of the 
next academic year.

Nicholas teck, an employe of the brick yards 
at Point San Pedro, Cal., was fatally shot Wednesday 
night, June 25, by Private Louis Harris, 25th U.S. Inf., 
who was on duty as a sentry on Angel Island. Beck and 
a man named Lawrence Rasmussen arrived off Angel 
Island on the scow schooner James Burns, bound from 
Port San Pedro to San Francisco with a load of brick. 
They cast anchor, and rowed ashore to gather driftwood 
to make a fire to cook their evening meal. On land- 
ing Beck stayed in the boat, while Rasmussen walked 
along the beach. When Rasmussen had gone a short 
distance from the boat Private Harris called on him to 
halt. The man heard the shout and saw the sentry, but 
did not understand his meaning. The soldier repeated 
his call five times and waved his rifle. Rasmussen 
thought the sentry was warning him to leave the island. 
He hurried back, jumped into the boat and the two men 
began to row away. Again the guard called out to them 
to halt, but still misunderstanding, the men continued to 
row, and Harris then began firing. One of his shots 
struck Beck in the left arm, just below the shoulder, 
shattering the bone, and, after passing through the arm, 
making a superficial wound in the left breast. Rasmus- 
sen, seeing his companion shot, dropped his oars and 


threw up his arms. The sentry ceased firing and Ras- 
mussen at once rowed his injured comrade to the shore 
and surrendered to the sentry. The man was hurried 
to the post hospital, but died of shock four hours later. 
A coroner’s inquest found that the deceased came 
to his death from a gunshot wound administered by Louis 
Harris, but fixed no blame.

The Navy Department, under the direction of Assist- 
ant Secretary Darling, has taken up the subject of the 
maneuvers to be carried out by the big torpedo flotilla 
now gathered at Norfolk, and it is believed that detailed 
instructions for these maneuvers will be perfected and 
issued within a very short period. It is understood that 
the operations to be carried on by these vessels will be 
in the nature of a stimulated cruise with battleship tac- 
tics and commands, giving the junior officers an op- 
portunity for familiarizing themselves with the man- 
agement of ships in actual practice and thereby gain- 
ing a practical knowledge afloat to be obtained in nv 
other way. This squadron may be properly called the 
real “squadron of evolution” operating on the home 
station for the benefit of the officers concerned and for 
the use of the Navy Department in the future. No 
time limit has been, or will be, set for carrying out 
these evolutions, but it is believed that the flotilla will 
be ready for re-distribution to the various ports where 
they are to be laid up for the winter by the last of 
August. The instruction to be gained by these maneu- 
vers can scarcely be overestimated, and the Department 
will watch with much interest the developments among 
the young officers attached to the various craft of the 
little fleet of the true naval spirit of command and 
ability. Full reports of the details of these operations 
will be submitted to Assistant Secretary Darling at the 
conclusion of the cruise, and their publication will re- 
sult in much good to the Service at large and to the 
officers interested in particular.

Phya Akharaj Varadhara, Minister of Siam, called on 
Secretary Hay at the State Department recently and 
discussed plans for the coming visit to the United States 
of Siam’s Crown Prince. It is now proposed to have 
the Crown Prince reach this country some time next 
September. There is continued probability of a visit 
from the King of Siam as well, but nothing has yet been 
settled upon beyond the fact that he is much interested 
in the United States and is desirous of coming either 
with the Crown Prince or later. This recalls the visit 
of General Grant to Siam during his tour of the world, 
which is thus described in Church’s Life of Ulysses 
S. Grant: “At Bankok, a royal palace, adjoining that 
of the King of Siam, was placed at the general’s disposal, 
and the King bestowed upon him what was in Siam an 
honor almost unheard of in that Oriental country, 
namely, that of returning his visit. He was placed next 
to the King at a dinner attended by members of the 
royal family and other high functionaries. The King’s 
brother, one of the ‘Celestial Princes,’ with a retine of 
other princes and noblemen, was charged with the duty 
of looking after his comfort. The young King Chulalong- 
korn conceived the most sincere friendship for the gen- 
eral. He sent him two personal letters, welcoming him 
to Siam, and full of cordial expressions of good will. 
also other letters while he was in the East, and corre- 
sponded with him upon his return to America.”

Another indication of the disposition of the Govern- 
ment to curtail the privileges extended to foreign mili- 
tary and naval attachés in Washington appears in the 
refusal of the Secretary of the Navy to permit those 
officers to inspect naval coaling stations established by 
the United States. This action was taken in response 
to the application of an attaché for permission to visit 
the station at Frenchman’s Bay, Maine, in rejecting 
which Secretary Moody has extended the exclusion to all 
stations of that character. Foreign naval attachés in 
Washington have become greatly interested in the devel- 
opment of naval defenses along the Atlantic seaboard. 
and it is only a few weeks since one of their number was 
voluntarily recalled by his Government after having been 
discovered in the act of makiag surveys of certain chan- 
nels approaching important works on the coast of Florida. 
That incident, while it provoked no formal protest from 
the authorities at Washington, appears to have strength- 
ened the feeling that too much latitude has been allowed 
to attachés in general. Careful observers will recognize 
Secretary Moody’s action as eminently prudent and 
commendable.

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Now that civil government has been substituted for 
military rule in the Philippines, it is understood in Wash- 
ington that Major Gen. Adna R. Chaffee will be enabled 
to return to the United States within the next two or 
three months. His desire to come home is known to the 
President and the Secretary of War, both of whom, in 
recognition of his laborious and brilliant work in the 
Orient, are anxious to meet his wishes. His campaigns 
in China and in the Philippines have seriously taxed 
his energies, and now that the ultimate control of the 
archipelago has been transferred to the civil authorities 
it is felt, and with reason, that he is entitled to an inter- 
val of rest. He will in all probability be succeeded in 
command of the Division of the Philippines by Brig. Gen. 
George W. Davis, U.S.A., commanding in the Island of 
Mindanao, whose fitness for that important post has been 





amply demonstrated by his service in the islands and 


elsewhere. 


The coming Army and Navy maneuvers to be carried 
out some time during the month of September are ex- 
citing much interest in naval circles, and already Capt. 
William Swift, U.S.N., has been in communication with 
Rear Admiral Higginson, commander-in-chief of the 
North Atlantic Squadron, and with Capt. F. E. Chad- 
wick, U.S.N., in regard to, details. A determination is 
expressed to leave nothing undone which shall conduce 
to the success of this project, the first of the kind in 
which the Army and Navy have co-operated. Few 
substantial changes have been found necessary in the 
plans tentatively proposed, and it is becoming evident 
that the heartiness with which tlhe two services are 
“lending a hand” is’an earnest of success later on. 
Secretary Moody expresses much gratification at the 
outlook, and promises to render every assistance in 
his power to make this, his pet project, come up to his 
expectations.

The possession of one or more coaling stations on the 
Isthmus, of Panama becomes, in view of recent legisla- 
tion, a necessity and it is understood that urgent repre- 
sentations will be made to the Colombian Government 
with a view to their acquisition. It is believed that at 
least one station on each side of the Isthmus will be 
asked for, and the most important of the two situa- 
tions is held to be on the Atlantic side. It will not be 
difficult for the United States to obtain facilities on the 
Pacific side, because there are several islands on which 
we have had the tight for a long time to occupy as 
much land as we _ desire. Dead Man’s Island 
has for many years been the burial place for officers and 
others who have died while stationed in the Bay of 
Panama, and Pelican Island has also been occupied for 
years past by the machine shops and store houses of the 
Pacific Mail Company.

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Brigadier General Kobbé, commanding the Depart- 
ment of Dakota, in a circular which we publish else- 
where in this issue, gives some good advice concerning 
official correspondence, and uniform regulations, etc. 
In commenting upon rules to be observed General Kobbé 
says: ‘“*The reorganization has added many new men 
to the Army and many officers without extended expe- 
rience. Other conditions have changed also with th 
passing of Indian warfare and frontier life. With fer 
exceptions troops are no longer isolated but are subject 
to daily notice and comment, and the Army has gained 
distinction by recent service. Time and opportunity 
are, therefore, most fitting for all officers and especially 
for commanding officers, to influence the discipline, bear- 
ing, behavior and appearance of those under them.”

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Mutual good will between the United States and Italy 
has brought about an entirely amicable settlement of the 
unfortunate incident which arose from the publication of 
Admiral Crowninshield’s review of the proceedings of the 
naval court of inquiry in the case of officers of the 
Chicago arrested and imprisoned at Venice. Investiga- 
tion has convinced the Italian authorities that neither 
the American Government nor Admiral Crowninshield 
was responsible for the publication, the matter having 
first reached the public through European newspapers. 
In view of this fact, together with the Secretary of the 
Navy’s expression of regret that Admiral Crowninshield’s 
comments should have been made public, the Italian 
Government has allowed the matter to drop and the un- 
fortunate incident is closed.

Comdr. John C. Wilson, U.S.N., has been selected by 
the Navy Department for the command of the U.S.S.

The U.S. steam collier Justin has sailed from Yoko- 
hama, bound for the island of Guam, and will probably 
continue her voyage to Manila within a short time after 
the stores, etc., with which she is loaded have been dis- 
charged. 
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In line with the policy of the Secretary of the Navy 
heretofore outlined in the ARMy AND Navy JOURNAL, Mr. 
Moody has sent out the circular letter which appears else- 
where. The purpose of the Secretary is to concentrate 
the effort of officers of the Navy, so far as possible, upon 
purely professional work as distinguished from that of 
clerical, technical or commercial nature. This may result 
in some increase in sea duty, though this is not the im- 
mediate object in view. It is the desire of the Depart- 
ment that line officers should devote themselves principally 
to the training of their men, to the ships and their hand- 
ling and to the improvement in marksmanship—to those 
matters, in short, which are most essential to the effi- 
cieney of the Navy in time of war. There is no objection 
to clerical and technical work, except that the scarcity 
of officers compels the Secretary to choose between that 
and what he considers more important. As it is, re- 
cruits go for months without training while officers, whose 
efforts might be devoted to their instruction, are engaged 
on labor boards at navy yards, in the inspection of metals 
and of electric outfits, or in lighthouse or hydrographic 
work, much of which is of commercial rather than naval 
importance. It is not true, as has been published, that 
Secretary Moody has directed medical officers of the Navy 
to discontinue the treatment of the families of naval 
officers. This report simply arose from certain questions 
asked by the Secretary of Surgeon General Rixey per- 
tuining to the duties of officers in his corps and the great 
need for an increase. When Congress next convenes Mr. 
Moody wishes that body to feel that he thoroughly under- 
stands the needs of the Navy and that he is not making 
any exorbitant demands. Already the Secretary sees that 
the pressing need of the Service at this time is an in- 
crease in the number of officers. He believes that if he 
can show Congress that every officer in the Service is per- 
forming truly naval work and that there is still a great 
shortage and that ships are being laid up as a result, that 
there will no be any difficulty in getting the increase so 
imperatively needed.

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Judge Advocate General Sam C. Lemly has filed with 
the Secretary of the Navy a memorandum as to how the 
postponement of the promotion of Pay Inspector Rand to 
pay director will affect the standing of the officer next 
junior in rank, Pay Inspector Lawrence G. Boggs. The 
vacaney to which Inspector Rand would have been ad- 
vanced, had he been found qualified, was caused by the 
retirement of Pay Director George E. Hendee on July 1. 
Another vacancy will be created on Sept. 28 by the retire- 
ment of Pay Director Edwin Putnam to which Inspector 
lioggs will be promoted. The question is, whether the 
promotion of Inspector Boggs during the recess of Con- 
sress, to hold good until the next adjournment without 
confirmation by the Senate, would permanently advance 
him over Inspector Rand, whose promotion is to be de- 
layed. To this question the Judge Advocate General 
replies in the negative. He points out that section 1506 
provides that “the rank of officers shall not be changed 
except in accordance with the provisions of existing laws 
and by and with the advice and consent of the Senate.” 
Rut, Captain Lemly adds, if, upon the reassembling of 
Congress, the President should nominate Boggs to be a 
pay director in the Navy “vice Hendee, retired,” and if 
that nomination should be confirmed by the Senate the 
effect would be to advance him over Rand. Captain 
Lemly remarks that in cases of this sort when the Presi- 
dent for any reason disapproves or suspends action on 
the favorable report of an examining board, it has been 
ihe practice to retain the names of officers recommended 
for promotion on the Navy list with the designation, 
“Subject to Examination.” ‘Then, if subsequently found 
qualified by an examining board whose report receives the 
approval of the President, such officers receive commis- 
sions bearing date of the original vacancies to which 
they would have been promoted in regular course. 

In continuation of the experiments which the Navy 
lepartment has instituted to ascertain the value of oil 
us fuel for naval purposes, Lieut. Ward P. Winchell, 
\'.S.N.. has been detached from the U.S.S. Boston and 
ordered to San Francisco where he will join the Oceanic 
Steamship Company’s steamer Mariposa for a cruise 
to the Society Islands and return. During this voyage, 
covering a distance of more than 7,000 miles, nothing but 
oil will be used as fuel, and it is believed by Rear Ad- 
miral George W. Melville, Chief of the Bureau of Steam 
iingineering of the Navy, that Lieutenant Winchell’s 
observations of the results obtained on the Mariposa 
will be of great help in the experimental work with liquid 
fuel in Washington. The Mariposa is fitted with engines 
of 6,500 horse power and has storage for 6,500 barrels of 
crude oil. Her plant consists of an automatic feeder 
which conveys small strea'>s of oil into the fire-box where 
the space usually occupied by the ordinary grate bars is 
filled with loosely piled fire bricks. As the oil streams 
downward it is struck by a spray of compressed air or 
steam and distributed over the bricks which quickly be- 
come incandescent, thus assuring almost perfect combus- 
tion. This plant was inspected on July 4 by Comdr. Hol- 
ind N. Stevenson, Chief Engineer, U.S.N., who was 
greatly impressed with its simplicity and effectiveness 
and who, like Admiral Melville, is hopeful of highly 
valuable results from Lieutenant Winchell’s long cruise 


in the Mariposa. 








Prompted by the outbreak of typhoid fever at Camp 
Thomas, Chickamauga Park, Ga., Surgeon General For- 
wood, of the Army, has instituted an investigation the 
results of which are likely to be of permanent value to the 
medical profession in general. The object of this investi- 
gation, which will be prosecuted by Major Jefferson R. 
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Kean, Med. Dept., U.S.A., is to ascertain whether the 
germ of typnoid fever will live buried under ground for 
four years. Camp Thomas was scourged with typhoid 
fever in 1898 when large bodies of troops were assembled 
there in preparation for the Spanish war, and after 
the troops departed the drains, sinks and trenches of the 
camp were filled with earth. These were recently re- 
opened to accommodate the 7th U.S. Cavalry and the 
3d Battery of U.S. Artillery now stationed there, and 
what the Medical Department wants to find out is whether 
the three cases of fever which have been reported among 
those troops are traceable to germs buried when the camp 
was closed. General Forwood is quoted as holding that 
the germs would not live for any such period as four 
years. If Major Kean finds that the recurrence of the 
disease is due to local sanitary conditions , it is probable 
that Camp Thomas will] be closed again.

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“Le Programme Maritime de 1900-1906” is issued in 
a convenient volume by Felix Alcan, Paris. In 1900 
Waldeck-Rousseau proposed and the French Parliament 
adopted a project involving an elaborate program of 
construction for the French Navy. The present volume 
brings together the arguments used in advocacy of the 
program, and shows what will be the strength of the 
French war fleet at the close of its carrying out in 1906. 
After an introduction devoted to France and her maritime 
policy the author considers the best constitution of a 
fleet of war, and takes up successively the different types 
of naval vessels. The closing chapters describe the pres- 
ent composition of the French Navy, its personnel and 
materiel, the defenses of the French coasts and of French 
colonies. An appendix brings together the legal enact- 
ments of the program and the leading arguments which 
determined the vote in its favor, such as the speech of 
M. de Lanessan, Minister of Marine Affairs. The total 
sum to be expended, if the French Chamber of Deputies

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Six Indian princes were to have taken part in the 
coronation ceremonies. The Maharajahs of Gwalior, 
Kooch Behar and Idar were to have been aides-de-camp 
to the King and the Maharajahs of Jaipur, Kolhapur 
and Bikanir were to have taken their places in the pro- 
cession escorted by bodies of Imperial Service Cavalry 
raised in their own States. The troops in line were to 
have been 193 officers and 3,583 men. The other troops 
gathered in London were to have been distributed along 
the route of the procession. In outward adornment the 
Indian princes would have outshone all others and 
would have added a picturesque feature to the show. The 
Indian troops in the procession would have represented 
the Sikhs, Dogras, Jats, Pathans, Mahrattas, Raiports, 
Garhwalls, Gurkhas, Afridis, Tamils, Moplahs, Hazaras, 
Beloochis and Mers. There were to include cavalry 
from Patiala, Jodhpur, Alwar, Gwalior, Bhopal, Mysore, 
Hyderabad, Rampore, Bhownugger, Jamnagar, Cashmere 
and Nawanagar; artillery from Cashmere; sappers and 
miners from Maler Kotla and Fariakote; and infantry 
from Cashmere, Patiala, Jind, Nabha, Kapurthale, Alawr, 
Bhartpur, Bikanir and Bahawalpur.

It is reported that in compliance with a request ad- 
dressed by the Cuban Secretary of State to Mr. Squiers, 
the American Minister at Havana, the Government of the 
United States will abandon its naval coaling station at 
Triscornia in Havana harbor, and the supplies stored 
there will be taken elsewhere. The Cuban demand for the 
surrender of this station is somewhat mysterious because 
of the fact that, when our naval authorities first suggested 
to the Cuban Government that they might decide upon 
establishing a coaling station within the city limits of 
Havana, the proposal was vigorously resented, with as- 
surances, however, that there would be no objection 
whatever to a station at Triscornia, which is just across 
the bay. That compromise was accepted in entire good 
faith, the station was established, considerable supplies 
of coal were taken there and the Navy Department was 
led to believe that the matter would remain thus grounded 
unti] the whole question could be settled by negotiations 
between the two Governments under that clause of the 
Platt amendment to the Cuban Constitution which em- 
powers the United States to establish coaling stations 
on the island. 


Berlin despatches quote Captain Pohl, of the German 
navy who was on board the German cruiser Irene in 
Manila Bay while Admiral Dewey was supervising things 
in that neighborhood, as declaring that “the amusing 
American misconception of the German attitude toward 
the blockade” was all due to the bad wind work of the 
little German band of the Irene. Captain Pohl says that 
after the Irene saluted Dewey's flag the band played an 
American air but played it so abominally that a Span- 
ish pilot mistook it for the Spanish coronation hymn 
and related the circumstance to his brethren on shore 
who were prodigiously elated. The Spanish newspapers 
in Manila paraded the incident, the captain continues, 
the Spanish residents suddenly developed an enthusiastic 
liking for everything German and the commander of the 
Spanish troops at Iloilo telegraphed to the commander 
of the Irene thanking him for his “sympathetic demonstra- 
tion.” All of which is important if true, and amusing 
even if not true. The conundrum is: On which does 
Captain Poh] place the lower estimate, the musical art 
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of the German band or the credulity of the American 
public? 9 


At the State Convention of Spanish-American War 
Veterans at Albany, N.Y., June 28, a resolution was 
passed emphatically disapproving all attempts to dishonor 
the soldiers of our country, and indorsing and approving 
the conduct of the United States troops in the war with 
Spain and the war in the Philippines. Officers were 
elected for the ensuing year as follows: Commander, 
Col. James H. Lioyd, of Troy; senior vice-commander, 
Major Charles E. Davis, of Albany; junior vice-com- 
mander, Major Joseph H. Remsen, of Utica; assistant 
adjutant general, Capt. James J. Phelan, of Troy; as- 
sistant inspector general, Major Thomas G. Lyne, of 
New York; assistant quartermaster general, John P. 
Gomple, of Utica; assistant surgeon general, Major H. OC. 
Baum, of Syracuse; judge advocate general, Gen. Sam- 
uel L. Welch, Jr., of Buffalo; chaplain, the Rev. J. W. 
Brainerd, of Auburn; council of administration, Capt, 
W. J. Wheelock, of Albany; Major Loyal L. Davis, of 
Glens Falls; Capt. Charles 8S. Horsburg, of Utica, and 
Private George M. McCune, of Troy. 








The Senate on June 27 agreed to H. J. Res. 6, already 
agreed to by the House, appropriating $100,000 as a part 
contribution to the erection of a monument in Fort Greene 
Park, Brooklyn, N.Y., to the martyrs of the English 
prison ships in New York harbor; not to be payable 
until there has been raised, by private subscription and 
by public appropriations an additional $100,000; plans 
to be approved by the Secretary of War, the Governor 
of the State and Mayor of the city of New York. Gen. 
Horatio C. King, chairman of the Monument Committee, 
made a statement after the passage of the bill, in which 
he said that all artists.in America will be invited to sub- 
mit designs in open competition. A tentative site has 
been selected at the highest point in the park. The city 
of New York has appropriated $25,000 upon like con- 
ditions, and there remains to be secured by the Prison 
Ship Martyrs’ Monument Association the balance of 

25,000, of which over $10,000 has already been paid in 
and the balance, or nearly all of the balance, pledged. 





John Wiley and Sons, New York, have added another 
to their series of valuable text books in “The Gunners’ 
Catechism,” compiled by Capt. William R. Hamilton, 
Art. Corps, U.S.A., assisted by his son, Lieut. Paul Stan- 
ley Bond, C.E., U.S.A. It is a pocket hand-book giving 
a series of questions and answers in untechnical language 
for the use of all artillerymen who desire to become either 
first or second-class gunners. To this class of ambitious 
young men in our military Service this work is indis- 
pensable, and it will prove of equal value to the National 
Guard regiments seeking instruction in the use of seacoast 
artillery. The work is a compilation of the information 
contained in various publications of the War Department 
and the Artillery School and standard works on gunnery. 
The Socratic method of questions and answers adopted 
by the authors is of great assistance in mastering the 
information contained in the volume, and in obtaining an 
intelligent idea of the instruction conveyed. 

To enable them to study the working methods employed 
by a fleet attack on shore batteries, it has been arranged 
that three officers of the Engineer Corps of the Army, 
two officers from the Ordnance Department and two 
from the Artillery Corps shall accompany Admiral Hig- 
ginson’s fleet during the forthcoming Army and Navy 
maneuvers in Long Island Sound, and that several Navy 
officers shall be stationed with the military forces ashore 
for the purpose of observing the operations of the fleet 
as they appear to persons on land. This arrangement 
is heartily approved by the members of both services. 
Under it the Navy officers ashore will be enabled to see 
the actual effect of the fire of floating batteries on shore 
batteries, while the Army officers with the fleet wil) have 
a chance to see just how effective modern searchlights 
are in locating fortifications. The program is one of 
practical education along the clearest possible lines. 

This proviso should have been included in our synopsis 
of the Nayal Appropriation Bill, as it became a law by the 
approval of the President July 1, 1902: “In addition 
to the enlisted force of the Marine Corps now authorized 
by law there may be enlisted ten gunnery sergeants, forty 
sergeants, sixty corporals, ten drummers, ten trumpeters 
and six hundred and twenty privates.” This is a total 
addition of seven hundred and fifty men to the Marine 
Corps. The bill, as we stated last week, also increases 
the rank of the commandant of the Marine Corps to major 
general during the continuance in office of General Hey- 
wood who has so well entitled himself to this honor.

A recent cable from Comdr. Nathan B. Niles, U.8.N., 
commanding the U.S.8. Nashville, announces the ar- 
rival of that vessel at Tunis, where the usual civilities 
have been exchanged with the local authorities. Since 
the preponderating influence in Tunis has become 
manifest this country is much more interested in that 
part of the world than formerly, and it is the intention 
of the present administration that a war vessel shall 
visit Tunis at frequent intervals. 





The U.S.8. Pampanga has been placed out of com- 
mission at the Cavite naval station and most of her 
officers and men have been transferred to the Samar, a 
similar vessel and, like the Pampanga, a captured gun- 
boat. Lieut. Montgomery Meigs Taylor, U.S.N., is 
the new commander of the Samar. 
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Lieut. Col. Enoch H. Crowder, J.A.G. Dept., U.S.A., 
has submitted to the War Department a report of his 
investigaton concerning Lieut. Frederick T. Arnold, 
4th U.S. Cav., who was charged with cruel treatment 
of Filipino prisoners while his regiment was on duty 
in the Philippines. The results of Colonel Crowder’s 
investigation are indicated in the following extract 
from a letter sent by the Secretary of War: 

“The Secretary of War, while concurring in the con- 
clusion expressed by the inspector that the evidence 
acquits you of direct knowledge of or complicity in the 
infliction of the punishments shown to have been prac- 
tised by members of your command, is of the opinion 
that these abuses were preventable and could scarcely 
have occurred had you exercised that high degree of 
vigilance which was imperatively demanded by the unu- 
sual conditions under which og command was opera- 
ing; that your failure to do this is only measurably ex- 
cused by the numerous and exacting civil duties im- 
posed upon you, and justly exposes you to official cen- 
sure for neglect of duty, the direct result of which has 
been that, because of the few instances of cruel treat- 
ment of prisoners which were of undoubted occurrence 
within your command, the military service generally 
has incurred unjust criticism. That such neglect has not 
been made the subject of charges is due to the consider- 
ations above noted and to the further fact sbown in 
evidence that in your personal and official relations with 
the natives you uniformly exhibited kindness and con- 
sideration for them, and worked assiduously and with 
excellent results for the betterment of conditions among 
them, particularly in the establishment of municipal 
government and in the maintenance of public schools. 
In this connection, and as further influencing the action 
taken, the Secretary of War is pleased to recognize the 
special commendation for gallantry in action extended 
you by your regimental and division commanders. 
“The charges against Lieutenant Arnold were pre- 
ferred by one Weir, an enlisted man, who declared that 
Sergt. James C. Edwards, of Troop H, 4th U.S. Cav., 
commanded by Lieutenant Arnold, punished native pris 
oners at Pasay, being assisted by three native police- 
men. No other men of the command took part in the 
affair, although several were present as spectators. 
No serious injury resulted from the punishment. Pri- 
vate Weir’s charges of severe punishments inflicted by 
members of Lieutenant Arnold’s command upon prison- 
ers at Calaca, Island of Luzon, were, by his own ad- 
mission, made upon hearsay, and_ were completely re- 
futed by competitent testimony. Colonel Crowder adds 
that the evidence of the guilt of Sergeant Edwards is 
conclusive, but that Edwards deserted the service at 
San Francisco after reading in the newspapers of the 
charges against him and has not yet been apprehended. 





ORATION BY GENERAL MILES. 

Lieut. Gen. Nelson A. Miles, U.S.A., was the prin- 
cipal speaker at the Fourth of July celebration in Inde- 
pendence Square, Philadelphia, where he delivered a 
patriotic oration in the presence of a large and demon- 
strative assemblage. General Miles, who appeared in 
civilian attire, was accompanied by his aide, Lieut. Col. 
Henry H. Whitney, and received an enthusiastic wel- 
come. After briefly reviewing the struggles and hard- 
ships of the founders of the Republic, General Miles 
paid a lofty tribute to the valor of the Continental 
Army and its leaders and continued: 

“An incident occurred near the close of the great 
drama of the Revolutionary War which seems to me 
to be interesting. At the surrender of the American 
forces at Charleston the troops were required to march 
out with colors cased, the drums not to beat a British 
tune. At the surrender of Cornwallis similar terms 
were imposed. The British troops were to march out 
with colors cased, and the drums not to play an Ameri- 
can air. Appropriately, yet possibly inadvertently, the 
musicians selected a favorite air, the words of which 
began, ‘Since now the world’s turned upside down and 
all things changed in nature.’ ” 

After tracing the growth of the Constitution and the 
gradual unfolding of our institutions, the general pro- 
ceeded: ‘But there was one defect in that great instru- 
ment, the Constitution, which was in time to disturb 
and mar the peace of the entire people and shake the 
Government to its very foundation. When the truest 
arguments of the strongest minds had failed, when 
reason had been dethroned, when all appeals for civi! 
adjustment had proved fruitless, the problem had finally 
to be solved by the dread arbitrament of war. The 
young men of the nation were marshaled into two great 
armies to settle in the field of Mars what could not be 
decided in the forum or in the council chamber. This 
greatest war of ancient or modern times required the 
sacrifice of nearly half a million precious lives, It 
answered for all time two important questions; T: 
Great Republic is indestructible; all men within its bord- 
ers are free. It was a battle of giants—American 
against American. It engendered on each side a »ro- 
found respect for the courage and tenacity of the other. 

“At the end of a quarter of a century,” said General 
Miles, “all the evidences of that great war and its 
desolation had disappeared. Then was heard a cry of 
suffering, a wail from the oppressed of a neighboring 
island. The heart of the American people was moved 
to sympathy, and, in the cause of humanity, the~ re- 
sponded with their abundant treasure and with hundreds= 
of thousands of our country’s valiant sons. Our smal! 
Army was mobilized in five days, and our Navy w 
prepared for immediate service. For 300 years Cuba 
had been subject to foreign oppression. For ten long 
years her people struggled for liberty. The cause was 
only abandoned to be renewed again. Their fortitude 
and sacrifice while contending against 200,000 Spanish 
troops, will ever mark them as heroic. We know and 
appreciate the splendid achievements of our land and 
naval forces. It is but right and just to recognize the 
important part which the Cubans and Filipinos bore in 
that war. ‘he judicious disposition of 10,000 Cuba 
troops in the eastern part of the island held in check 
more than 20,000 Spanish soldiers, and materially aided 
the Americans in compelling the surrender of July 14. 
They are, therefore, entitled to a share in the credit 
of that campaign. 

“Porto Rico was taken by strategy, and the success 
in the several engagements was achieved with a_ mini- 
mum loss of life. Our Army bore the banner of free- 


dom, inspired by a noble purpose to seek the common 
enemy. They bore to the inhabitants the fostering arm 
-of a nation of free people, whose greatest power is in 
its justice and humanity to all those living within its 
fold, and the assurance that it was not a war of de- 
vastation, but one to give to all within its control the 


advantages and blessings of enlightened civilization. 
For two months the Filipinos besieged the garrison at 
Manila while our fleet blockaded that port until the 
arrival of the American troops, when the garrison for- 
mally surrendered and the remainder of the Spanish 
troops fell into the hands of the native forces. The war 
was unique in that in two naval battles decisive victories 
were won with a loss to us of but a single life, while 
in the many engagements on land not a single color, 
soldier, rifle or an inch of ground was surrendered to 
the enemy. While the war was brief, ‘there was glory 
enough for all.’ 

“Nearly a million of people in Porto Rico are now 
enjoying the immunities and blessings of our Govern- 
ment. The people of Cuba, whose ancestors for 
many generations had felt the heavy hand of tyranny, 
have for three years enjoyed freedom and profound 
peace. 

“The problem of the Philippine Islands is one of se- 
rious moment, involving the expenditure of valuable 
life and vast treasure. Although the subject is attract- 
ing marked attention and exciting bitter discussion, there 
can be but one final solution. That must be one in 
which the honor, the integrity and high character of 
our Government are preserved and maintained beyond 
any peradventure. Full and impartial justice must be 
accorded to the 10,000,000 of people who are now at our 
mercy and whose present weal and future destiny de- 
pend upon a nation that is strong and whose people 
are true. Our flag has been raised in triumph on the 
walls of the capital city of the Celestial Empire and 
withdrawn with honor, our Army returning with the 
respect and friendship of those people, which I trust 
will continue for all time. 

“We might take counsel with the patriots of ’76 in 
contemplating the serious problems that are now pre- 
sented to the American people, and rpon the solution of 
which will depend the weal or woe of our nation. In 
the jeweled sentences of Washington, some of which 
ure in his Farewell Address—and in his injunction: 
‘Let_us, then, as a nation be just’—we find inspired 
words that I would have emblazoned in letters of living 
light on the skies of this Republic.”

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TESTIMONY OF GENERAL HUGHES. 


Major Gen. Robert P. Hughes, U.S.A., the retiring 
commander of the California Commandery of the Military 
Order of the Loyal Legion of the United States, made a 
farewell address at the thirty-first annual banquet of the 
commandery in San Francisco on the evening of May 14, 
in the course of which he said: “I was in the Philip- 
pines for some time. I left this city in 1898 and returned 
in January of this year. There are a great many things 
spoken of now on this side of the Pacific of which I never 
heard on the other side. There possibly may have been 
some things done in certain instances which none of us 
would undertake to justify or defend. But I do not wish 
you gentlemen who have seen service, who have known 
an Army that fought battles—not mere skirmishes or 
ambuscade experiences, but battles—who know what war 
is, and who know what the United States soldier repre- 
sents—I don’t want you, my old companions, to believe 
that the United States Army has become an organiza- 
tion that will murder and torture! (Great sensation 
and loud cries of “No!” “No!”) I served from ’98 until 
the beginning of this year in the Philippines. I never 
knew in the Philippines, nor did I ever hear of any Fili- 
pino being treated with so great severity as I have known 
to be applied as a disciplinary measure in our Civil War. 
(Applause.) * * * I repeat, that there never has 
been in the Philippines, to my knowledge, and I don’t 
believe there ever has been anything in the way of pun- 
ishment there to the knowledge of any other officer, that 
would equal in severity punishments that for disciplinary 
purposes were exercised in public during the Civil War. 
* * * When an Army is sent out to accomplish a 
purpose it must use the means necessary to accomplish 
that purpose. There may be consequent suffering, light 
or heavy. But the purpose for which the Army was 
dispatched is to be accomplished, if possible, under hu- 
mane rules of civilized warfare. That is what the coun- 
try expects and demands of the Army and the Navy. 
(Applause.) And there must be accorded and understood 
certain privileges in the adoption of severe measures— 
more or less severe, perhaps, at times—in order to accom. 
plish the given objects and aims. Otherwise, your Army 
and Navy may be considered useless. Now in the Phil- 
ippines there has been no measure adopted that was not 
required under the plans for the campaigns there, so 
far as I know, which I do not stand ready to defend.” 
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THE NEW WEST POINT. 


Describing the new designs for an enlarged Academy 
prepared by Prof. Larned, H. Irving Hancock, savs 
in Harpers Weekly: 

“In the very near future, beyond a doubt, it will be nec- 
essary to have at West Point a corps of cadets number- 
ing 1,000 men at least. It will take some years—two 
or three, or more—to remodel and to erect the new 
buildings contemplated. 

“In the main Academic building, on the first floor, 
are to be the electrical and chemical laboratories and 
the geological and mineralogical cabinet, with three 
small rooms appropriate to the purposes of these de- 
partments. On the second floor will be the chemical 
lecture room, with a seating capacity of three hundred. 
There will be in addition a preparation room, a room 
for electrical apparatus, eight section rooms, a room for 
a working cabinet of rocks and another room for a 
working cabinet of minerals. On the third floor will 
be a lecture room, and beyond that ten section rooms, 
with a store room, a model room and ordnance office. 
On the fourth floor will be, first of all, the room devoted 
to lectures on philosophy. There will be, besides, eight 
section rooms, a library, dark room, photographic room, 
and a room devoted to repairs and models. 

“Of great interest to one accustomed to visit the Mili- 
tary Academy will be the new riding hall. From the 
Hudson River it will be seen, its castellated towers ris- 
ing from the center of an imposing structure. The in- 
terior will be divided into the north hall and the south 
hall, each 298x121 feet. There will be galleries for spec- 
tators, stalls for one hundred and five horses, an office, 
a guard-house, and rooms for saddlers’ stores, equip- 
ments, feed, etc. The present riding hall is an anti- 
quated structure. The new riding hall will be one of 
the finest architectural sights on the reservation. 

“Long ago the present post headquarters was found 
to be too small for the demands made upon it. The new 
headquarters is to be a handsome structure of three 
stories and basement. In the basement the printing 





department will take up nearly half of the space, the 
bindery and storage rooms occupying the remainder of 
the room. The entire first floor will be given over to 
two large museum rooms, each 57x61 feet. Here will 
be found all the curios collected in the different wars 
in which the United States has been engaged. the 
second floor will be found the offices of the superintend- 
ent, adjutant, and quartermaster, with rooms for recep- 
tions, for libraries and other purposes. The third floor 
will contain twelve rooms half of which will be devoted 
to the important work of the quartermaster’s depart- 
ment and the other six to qunacal office work. 

“A building of the greatest importance, that has long 

been needed, is the cadet administration, guard and 
social assembly building. On the first floor will be 
an anteroom leading into the office of the commandant 
of cadets. Across the corridor will be the office of the 
cadet officer of the day, and from this there will be a 
doorway opening into the room of the cadet guard. In 
the rear will be two rooms devoted to the needs respec- 
tively of the tactical officers and of the clerks. On the 
second floor, in front, will be the room of the officer in 
cherge, connecting with the bedroom of the same officer. 
There will also be a retiring room for women, a music 
room, 25x51 feet, and in the rear two parlors and re- 
ception rooms, each 25x51 feet. The third floor wil 
contain a chess room, the hall of the Cadet Y. M.C. A., 
the hall of the dialectic society, and a general assembly 
hall with a seating capacity of three hundred and 
sixty. 
“The gymnasium of the future will have dressing 
rooms, a fencing room, an armory, a swimming tank, 
shower baths, a shuffle board and bowling alley, a 
basket-ball court, and space for indoor baseball, includ- 
ing a batting cage. There will be a running track 
72x180 feet, and an indoor tennis court. Athletic work 
has been for many years an important part of the 
curriculum at the Military Academy, but it is a part 
of Colonel Mills’s plan that the new academy shal] 
turn out stronger men than in the rast. 

“By the time that the new academy is completed it 
will be the finest equipped school of its kind in the 
world. It is fitting that it should be, and necessary thai 
it should be, if the United States is to maintain in the 
face of all — jealousies the foremost position among 
the nations of the world.” 








THE PRESIDENT’S TRIBUTE TO THE ARMY. 


In the course of his address at the Fourth of July 
celebration in Pittsburg President Roosevelt said: 

“Broadly speaking, peace has come. Our Army_has re- 
ceived its reward. And what was the reward of our Army? 
The reward of the consciousness of duty well done. Our 
soldiers have fought, have toiled, have struggled, so that 
when victory came they might turn over the government 
to the civi] authorities. To-day the proclamation of peace 
and amnesty has been promulgated, and at the same time 
our generals have been notified that the civil government 
is supreme in the islands. Does not that speak well, 
oh, my brethren, for our Army, for our troops, that the 
troops of this people should war, hoping for a triumph 
which is to put the power into the hands of the civil 
authorities? By law we are allowed an Army at a maxi- 
mum of 100,000 men, at a minimum of 60,000 
men. While this war has gone on we have steadily 
reduced that Army until now, by orders promulgated, its 
limit is 66,000, and as a matter of fact we have two or 
three thousand fewer actually under arms. That speaks 
well for our institutions. It speaks well for the triumphs 
of the policies with which, as a nation, we have been 
identified during the past four years and, men and women 
of the United States, it shows how slight was the warrant 
for the fears expressed by those of little faith as to what 
would follow authorizing even the small Army that was 
authorized. No body of our citizens deserves franker 
and more generous recognition at the hands of the country 
than the officers and enlisted men who wear Uncle Sam’s 
uniform. For there is no body of our citizens which gives 
more disinterested service with less thought of a material 
reward proportionately in any way to them.”

The President’s amnesty proclamation was read in both 
English and Spanish on the Luneta in Manila at noon 
on July 4 in the presence of an assemblage of 6,000 
Americans and Filipinos.

General Chaffee has permitted Lukban to go through 
the captured insurgent archives in Manila for the pur- 
pose of obtaining documents to show the innocence of 
his followers. 

The board of Armv officers assembled at Manila to 
investigate the charges preferred against the military 
administration of the Philippines by Major Cornelius 
Gardener, 13th U.S. Inf., eugieted the taking of testi- 
mony on July 7. Major G ener declined to produce 
testimony showing that the military had been hostile to 
the civil authorities, saying that such evidence was not 
available, and he would leave the charge unproved. He 
testified that he had not intended to reflect upon the 
fairness of the court, and that the recorder had not, to 
his knowledge, interfered with his witnesses. 

The court-martial oprned in Manila to try Capt. 
James A. Ryan, 15th U.S. Cav., on oa of crue 
to natives of the province of Mindana as admi 
for pur of cross-examination, the eatiee report of 
Judge ode, which forms the ‘basis of the ——_ 
against the captain. The order convening the court dis- 
regarded all the allegations except the one of cruelty to 
natives. Judge Rhode has testified that he had no per- 
sonal knowledge of the facts in the principal allegations, 
and has declined to give the names of his informants. 
He admitted, and then denied, the right of the defense 
to a an answer to the question as to where he ob- 
tain his information. Under cross-examination by 
Major Edwin F. Glenn, 5th U.S. Inf., who appears as 
counsel for Captain Ryan, Judge Rhode acknowledged 
that many of the statements on which his report was 
based were mere hearsay. Part of the testimony regard- 
ing torturing has been contradicted by the alleged victims 
themselves, they having been summoned as witnesses. 
to the “water cure,” said to have been administered to na- 
tives under Captain Ryan’s —, Lieut. Charles Bur- 
nett, 15th Cav., and Major P. R. Egan, Medical Depart- 
ment, U.S.A., both testified that hes’ took the same treat- 
ment as administered to the natives and that they did not 
suffer therefrom. The taking of testimony in the case 
ceased on July 9.

“The Gate of the Kiss” py John W. Hering, o> 
lished by the Lothrop Publishing Company of ton, 
is a romance of the days of Hezekiah, a Biblicg] story 
dealing with one of the most eventful passages in the 
history of Judah,—the war betwéen Hezekiah, the king, 
and nnacherib, the terrible ruler of Babylon. The 
prophet Isaiah is one of the conspicuous figures. But 
the hero is a younger man, a poet and soldier of noble 
lineage, Naphtali, a favorite at court and a friend of 
the king. The author’s wide knowledge of the times 
of which he writes gives vividness and reality to the 
life of an interesting period which forms the back- 
ground of the story. 


A very handsome volume is published by Longmans, 
Green and Co., London and New York, giving a “His- 
torical Record of the 14th (King’s) Hussars, from A. 
D. 1715 to A.D. 1900” by Col. Henry Blackburne Ham- 
ilton, late commanding the regiment. The volume has 
numerous illustrations, fine engravings of commanders 
of the regiment, illustrations in color of its uniforms 
at different periods, etc. The Fourteenth is one of the 
most illustrious regiments in the British cavalry. Long 
before it was immortalized by Lever in “Charles 
O'Malley”, it had gained for itself a name as a fight- 
ing regiment with plenty of esprit de corps. At the 
close of the Peninsular War it had the reputation of 
being “the finest light cavalry the British Army ever 

ssessed.” The regiment was formed in 1715, and for 
its services bears twelve marks of distinction. Its last 
service has been in South Africa. This account 
records its many stations; the battles, sieges, and other 
military operations in which it has been engaged, the 
names of its officers, and many other matters, all in- 
terspersed with interesting anecdotes of its officers and 
pas meen of its career, many told by eye witnesses or 
participants in the exciting events described. 

“The Surprises of an ye | Hotel,” published by the 
Home Publishing Company, New York, is a story b 
Archibald Clavering Gunter, a love story with a touc 
of mystery about the fascinating heroine, and of novel 
and up-to-date excitement about its attendant incidents, 
involving a battle between automobiles and the abduction 
of the villain by the heroine in the latter’s yacht, all 
tola in the light but amusing style of its author. 

“Cupid’s House Party,” a novelette by Justus Miles 
Forman, a young writer who has attracted much atten- 
tion by the brilliancy of his work, forms the chief feature 
of the June quarterly issue of “Tales From Town Topics,” 
issued by the Town Topics Publishing Company, New 
York. Short stories, sketches, poems and humorous 
quips fill out in abundance a volume of amusing reading 
for the summer season 


In the volume entitled “Policeman Flynn,” published 
by the Century Company, Mr. Elliott Flower has pre- 
sented a series of sketches written in Irish dialect, 
which makes a worthy addition to current humorous 
literature. Policeman Hiynn is the central figure in all 
of them; the whole thing, in fact, and does all the talking. 
He is honest, shrewd, cheerful, and, withal, a philosopher, 
whose observations on various phases of life are pro- 
foundly wise and wholesome. His views as to the 
duties of a policeman and the reflections ou certain 
tendencies of modern society are worthy of the sagacity 
of Mr. Dooley himself, whose method of treatment 
he appears, perhaps unconsciously, to have adopted as 
his own. The volume is entertaining from beginning 
to end, and deserves a place in every well ordered col- 
lection of light literature for Summer reading. 

A neat roster of officers stationed at the post of Ma- 
nila, P.I., countersigned by Capt. J. A. Moss, adjutant, 
24th Inf., reaches us this week. 

Colonel Keith-Young, who joined the Bengal army in 
1824, continued on duty in India, with occasional visits to 
England, until he died in Simla in 1862. He served as 
pegety Judge Advocate General of Division as a Civil 
Judge Advocate in Scind, and finally as Judge Advocate 

General of the Bengal army. He was on ry, at Simla 
with the troops in the siege and capture of Delhi. His 
official position gave him an opportunity for accurate 
observations and what he observed was noted from day to 
day in his aiary and in letters written to his wife and 
various friends. Extracts from his diary and letters 
have been brought together in a volume edited by Gen. 
Sir Henry Wylie Norman, who contributed a memoir 
and introduction, and Mrs. Keith-Young, the widow of 
the colonel. This work is published by N. & R. Cham- 
bers, London, with the title of “Delhi, 1857.” The siege, 
assault and capture as given in the diary and correspond- 
ence of the late Colonel Keith-Young, CB. Judge Advo- 
cate General, Bengal. The volume is a handsomely printed 
octavo of 310 pages, illustrated by twenty-nine photo- 
gravures and coltotypes of portraits and Indian views 
and by two maps. It gives an account of the siege and 
capture of Delhi more minute in detail than the ordinary 
histories of the great mutiny, and the reader enters into 
the very life and spirit of the camp during the trying 
days of war. It is, of course, of special interest to 
officers of the British service, for whom the personal 
allusions have a value they cannot have for those unac- 
quainted with their subjects but the work is of value 
to all who wish exact information as to the revolt of 
the Sepoys. 

“Dorothy South,” by George Cary Eggleston, is a 
love story of Virginia just before the Civil War, with 
a heroine of the most attractive type of Southern girl- 
hood. Her lover, Dr. Brent, is a young man of Vir- 
ginian birth, but northern breeding, who woos and 
wins her in spite of the gathering clouds of war, the 
apparent mystery which hangs over her birth, and the 
fact that she is in a way betrothed to the son of a 
neighboring planter. The story is told in the alwavs 
vigorous and interesting style of its author, and is il- 
lustrated by C. D. Williams. The Lothrop Publishing 
Company, Boston, are its publishers. 

We have received from the International Cable Di- 
rectory Co., 17 State street, New York, a copy of the 
International Cable Directory of the World, issued in 
conjunction with the Western Union Telegraphic Code 
system. This book furnishes the cable addresses of 
prominent corporations, firms and individuals in all parts 
of the globe, and is therefore invaluable for reference. 
The fact that the State Department has purchased 
copies to supply all the embassies, legations and con- 
sulates of the United States throughout the world must 
add materially to the value of the book to all users of 
the code. The book was adopted by the State Depart- 
ment. The great success of the work has induced the 
publishers to print the business headings in German, 
french and Spanish, in addition to English. The di- 
tectory contains the only classified list of American 
w.anufacturers extant. 

Gale and Polden, of Adershot, England, publish a 
‘little mannual on “Patrolling in South Africa,” by 
Lieut. C. F. Vander Bye, 16th Lancers. which gives 
some hints for the conduct of a reconnoitering patrol, and 
also a detailed account, illustrated by sketches, of 
some patrols which actually took place during the 
campaign. 


THE FIFTY-SEVENTH CONGRESS. 


On the Senate calendar of business for the next ses- 
sion, opening Monday, Dec. 1, 1902, appear the follow- 
ing bills of interest to the Services, and which failed 
to pass during the session closed July 1. 

S. 2341, to authorize the readjustment of the accounts 
of Army officers in certain cases. S. 3310, to amend 
section 1754, Rev. Stat., relating to the preference in 
civil appointments of ex-Army and Navy officers. 8. 
3983, to transfer Naval Constr. Richmond P. Hobson 
to the retired list. 8. 5724, 5725 and 6059, for the 
relief of xaymaster James E. Tolfree, U.S.N., of Pay 
Clerk Charles Blake, U.S.N., and of certain enlisted 
men of the Navy. S. 6134 and 6135, to authorize 
Col. Theodore A. Bingham, U.S.A., and Capt. R. P. 
Rodgers, U.S.N., to accept decorations from the French 
Government. S. 4905, to nominate Lieut. Comdr. 
Arthur P. Osborn, U.S.N., to be a commander. 8.6144, 
to incorporate the Association of Military Surgeons of 
the United States. 

The following bills which failed of passage appear 
on the House calendars: In committee of the whole: 
Bills for the construction of revenue cutters for use in 
the Gulf of Mexico; at Philadelphia; at Key West; in 
Albemarle and Pamlico Sounds, North Carolina; and 
at the port of Philadelphia. Bills to establish a soldiers’

Thomas Sumter; to Paul Jones, at Washington; to 
Baron Steuben, equestrian statue, at Washington; at 
Cowpens battle ground, S. C., commemorative of Gen. 
Daniel Morgan and other participants in the battle, 
Jan. 30, 1781; and to commemorate the battle of 
Princeton, the last appropriating $30,000. H. R. i1- 
654, =. Dick), to promote the efficiency of the militia. 

H. R. 10159, to give the commandant of the Marine 
Corps the rank of major general is on the calendar. 
but a proviso giving this rank to General Heywood 
was incorporated in the Naval Appropriation bill. The 
following bills are also on the calendar, H. R. 8121, 
providing for the rank and pay of certain retired offi- 
cers of the Navy; and H. R. 14280, for national trophy 
and prizes for rifle competition.

Inf., to the rolls of the Army, retired list; and to ap- 
point Lieut. Robert Platt, U.S.N., to the rank of 
commander. H. R. 8192, granting pay to officers and 
enlisted men of the U.S. Volunteers, who entered the Ser- 
vice under act of March 2, 1899. 

A statement in the House calendar shows that dur- 
ing the session of Congress just closed 15,969 bills 
and resolutions were introduced in the House. On 
14,202 of these no action was taken; of the re- 
maining 1,767, there were 979 which passed and met 
approval; 5 were passed and vetoed; 443 were passed 
but not acted on by the Senate; and 140 were reported 
adversely, had their enacting clauses stricken out, or 
were laid on the table. 

The Senate passed and sent to the House for its con- 
eurrence 1,156 bills and resolutions, of which 23 were 
taken from the table and passed and 1,133 referred to 
committees. Of the latter 706 were reported; 553 were 
passed and approved; 3 passed and vetoed; 4 passed 
by the House and left in conference; 8 adversely re- 
ported or laid on the table; and 164 left on calendars 
undisposed of.

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GENERAL CHAFFEE. 


Sidney Adamson has an excellent sketch of General 
Chaffee in Leslie’s Weekly of July 3. After briefly 
summing up Chaffee’s record as a soldier, Mr. Adam- 
son says: “But all this is.of Chaffee the soldier and 
never a word of Chaffee the man.

One sentence revealed the man as tue nation 
should know-him: ‘After my country, my family is all 
that is dearest to me on earth.’ With his record as a 
soldier before you and that last sentence to reveal the 
man I might lay aside my pen. But there is one word 
more. Where General Otis and General MacArthur 
failed to do their duty in the Philppines General Chaffee 
has succeeded in fully doing his. That the Democrats 
see in his success the end of tneir chance to make the 
Philippines a successful party issue is shown in their 
savage attacks upon him and .the Army he commands. 
Believe me, there is no American living unto whom the 
nation’s honor might be intrusted for safer keeping.” 
This is all true of General Chaffee, but he will harily 
be willing to accept the compliment at the expense of the 
suggestion that his predecessors in command neglected 
their duty.

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THE FRENCH ARMY. 


(Correspondence of the New York Tribune.) 

The French army is about to undergo one of the most 
radical transformations in its history, for it may be taken 
as a foregone conclusion that the reduction of the mili- 
tary service from three years to two, now under discus. 
sion in the Senate, will soon become law. The effect of 
this measure cannot fail to make serious changes in the 
relative fighting strength of the great military nations, 
to appreciate the importance of which it is necessary to 
make a comparison with Germany, where the term of 
two years’ service already prevails, but is only appli- 
cable to foot soldiers, and even then is subjected to many 
restrictions and exceptions. 

The latest census returns show that the German En- 
pire covers 211,168 square miles, and that its population 
is 57,000,000, which represents an increase of 9,000,000 
since 1882. France, which covers 204,146 square miles, 
has a population of about 39,000,000, which represents 
an increase of little more than 1,500,000 since 1881. 

These figures are the co-eflicients of the fighting capital 
of the respective countries. The annual number of con- 
scripts in France is 225,000, whereas in Germany it is 
450,000. In 1871 France had 293,000 conscripts, while 
Germany had 330,000, France thus in thirty-one years 
losing nearly 70,000 men, whereas Germany has gained 
120,000. Germany has a plethora of conscripts, so that 
it is impossible to incorporate all of them into the army 
without incurring enormous increases in military effec- 
tives and in expenditure, which would be regarded as a 
deliberate aggression and menace to her neighbors. Con- 
sequently, Germany has been obliged to make large reduc- 
tions in the selection of recruits. It was under these con- 
ditions that the partial reduction of the military service 
for foot soldiers from three years to two years was 
adopted in Germany. In France, on the other hand, the 
yearly military contingents are inadequate. The compul-. 
sory service, which in Germany is endured without pro- 
test, is felt to be an intolerable burden, the three years’ 
service weighing on about three-quarters of the con- 
scripts, whereas the remainder, composed of privileged 
young men, escape with only one year’s service. The 
law of 1889, which constitutes the organization of the 
French army, has become highly distasteful in a demo- 
cratic country based upon equality of its citizens, be- 
cause it annually compels 160,000 youths to be called 
into the active army for a period of three years, while at 
the same time it allows 65,000 favored young men of 
universities and colleges to acquit their military service, 
or “blood tax,” by wearing the uniform for only one year. 

It is this favoritism of the law of 1889 which pre- 
scribed the present three years’ service, with its enor- 
mous exemptions, that aroused the indignation of the 
radical republicans throughout the country, and _ this 
radical majority is now represented in the newly elected 
Chamber of Deputies, and finds vigorous spokesmen in the 
Cabinet of M. Combes. This explains why it is that the 
reduction of military service from three years to two 
immediately got the right of way over all other measures 
from the present Ministry. 

General André, the Minister of War, favors the bill, 
as do the rank and file of the army and the bulk of the 
officers. On the other hand, General de Galliffet and 
most of the general officers oppose the bill with great 
energy, and declare that its operation will break the back- 
bone of the army by destroying the esprit du corps, by 
preventing young soldiers from receiving adequate phy- 
sical and moral instruction and by depriving the army 
of disciplined non-commissioned officers. 

The veteran generals denounce the measure as re- 
placing the army with a militia. General de Galliffet 
declares that the reduction of the period of military 
service to two years is a “crime of lése patrie, com- 
mitted by ignorant or unconscious sectaries.” 

General de Galliffet states that “we must then ascer- 
tain that the number of these re-enlistments could be 
realized under satisfactory conditions, and that then for 
two or three years we must make a trial of the reduced 
period of service, and that only after all this had been 
done would it be safe to introduce a bill. M. Waldeck- 
Rousseau entirely agreed to that. The law of 1889 is 
bad, the measure now under discussion is a thousand 
times worse.” 

The diminishing male birth rate also bears heavily 
against the maintenance of the present active army, and 
a statistician of great authority, Dr. Bertillon, has pub- 
lished tables showing that 481,000 male births in France 
are necessary to supply 330,000 conscripts twenty years 
afterward. But in the year 1900 there were only 431,000 
male births in France, and this would produce only 295.- 
000 conscripts at the expiration of the year 1919, thus 
indicating a steady and alarming falling off in the fighting 
strength of the country. OLB

(Juartermaster’s Department at various important sta- 
tions, his last assignment being that of depot quarter- 
master at St. Louis, Mo. Col. Barnett had suffered 
from ill health for many years and in March last ob- 
tuined leave in order to try the benefit of the treat- 
ment at the Battle Creek Sanitarium in Michigan. 
(ol. Barnett was an excellent officer, who performed 
his duties with energy, zeal and ability, and was in every 
way a man of refinement and culture. In Januarv, 
IS78, he was married to Miss Shoemaker of Balti- 
more, Md. His death was evidently the result of long- 
ontinued ill health. 

The German Empire, the United Service Gazette says, 
ses one of its most illustrious sons by the death of King 
\lbert of Saxony. His career as a soldier, from the 
ime when as a mere youth he excited the admiration 
f Moltke by the gallantry with which he stormed the 
heights of Duppel, until the epoch-making year of 
S70, when his father handed to him the Marshal's 
baton of John Sobieski, was one crowded record of 
brilliant achievement. Even in defeat his genius 
vas remarkable, and the brightest incidents in the 
ollapse of Austria in 1866 were his masterly retreat 
t Gitschin and his splendid handling of the left wing 
t Koeniggraetz.

As a 
tatesman he played a modest, but not on that account 
an unimportant rart in the consolidation of the Ger- 
man Empire. He was wise in council as he was brave 
in war, and his death is regretted by all who value 
terling character and brilliant achievement.

The 
launch might also have saved Mrs. Horn and her child 
nd Miss McMahon had not her machinery refused to 
vork at this critical juncture. A small sail boat, con- 
aining W. B. Tait and William H. Tubbs arrived in 
time to rescue Mrs. Waterhouse, who was on the 
point of drowning. The others, who were trying to 
cling to the bottom of the overturned boat, were picked 
up by the May, assisted by George Larkins, in another 
launch, which had hurried to the rescue. The boat was 
ipset by an unexpected puff of wind which caused the sail 
to jibe. As soon as the boom flew over to the former 
windward side of the craft, Captain Horn put the helm 
hard over, but it was too late, as nearly all the party 
were sitting on the side of the boat where the boom 
jibed, and she went over. All the soldiers from Fort 
Hancock and some of the civilians of the reservation 
were out in boats, dragging in the vicinity of the acci- 
dent, but had not succeeded in finding any of the bodies 
at last accounts.

EXAMINATION OF 2D LIEUTENANTS FROM 
CIVIL LIFE. 


G. O. 71, JULY 8, H.Q.A., A.G.O. 

By direction of the Secretary of War, the regula- 
tious published in General Orders, No. 156, August 24, 
1899, from this office, to carry into effect a provision 
of law regarding the appointment of persons in civil 
life to be 2d ‘lieutenants in the Amee, Seveng been 
amended by the President to read as follows, are pub- 
lished for the information of all con -} 

Extract from act of r approved March 2, 1899. 

Vacancies in the grade of lieutenant’ shall be 
filled as now provided by law, except that no person 
shall be appointed from civil lite ‘ore he shall have 
reached the age of twenty-one years nor after he sha 
have reached the age of twenty-seven years, nor until 
he shall have passed a satisfactory examination as to 
ihis moral, physical, and educational qualifications. 

I. No person shall be examined unless he has a letter 
from the War Department authorizing his examination. 

if the candidate has been graduated at an institution 
where he received military instruction, he must present 
a diploma or a recommendation from the faculty of the 
institution, 
mt a member of the National Guard, he must present 
recommendations from the proper National Guard gu- 

orities. =. 

on Every candidate will be subjected to a rigid physi- 
cal examination, and if there be found to exist any 
eause of disqualification which might in the future im- 
pair his efficiency as an officer of the Army he will be 
rejected. The board will inguire and report concerning 
,each applicant whether he is of good moral character 
‘or addicted to the use of intoxicating liquors. Exam- 
ination as to physical qualifications will conform to the 
standard required of recruits, and include a certificate 
of physical examination by two medical officers to ac- 
company the proceedings of the board (which will em- 
brace all the information required by the form for the 
examination of recruits.) : 

Ill No candidate will be examined who is married, 
er under twenty-one or over twenty-seven years of age: 
who is not a citizen of the United States;.who, in the 
judgment of the board, is not physically qualified to dis- 
wharge all the duties of an officer in active service; who 
ines any deformity of body or mental infirmity, or whose 
moral habits are bad. : a

“The board, having examined into the mental quali- 
fications of each candidate and his moral character and 
habits, will also inquire his general qualifications, apti- 
tude, and probable efficiency as an officer of the Army. 

’ In awarding marks the board will give to each 
subject in the examination the relative weight given in 
the form following below. The general average of the 
candidate will be computed as follows: _ : 

Mark each question according to its relative weight, 
and reduce the aggregate of marks thus obtained in 
each subject to a scale of 100. The result will give 
the average of proficiency in the subject. Multiply the 
average in each subject by the number indicating the 
relative weight of the subject and divide the sum of the 
products by the sum of the relative weights, the quo- 
tient will be the general average. No candidate will 
be passed by the board .who shall not have attained an 
average of 65 per cent. in each subject of examination 
and a general average of at least 70 per cent.

EXAMINATION OF ENLISTED MEN FOR COMMIS- 
SIONS. 


G. O. 7, JULY 8 H.QA., AG.O. 

Amends the regulations published in G. O. No. 79, Nov. 
2%, wuz, H.W.A., to carry into elfect an act approved 
July ww, lsyz, prescribing a system ot examination of en- 
listed men or the Army, to determine their fitness for 
promotion to the grade of second eutenant, as follows: 

All unmarried soidiers under thirty years of age, who 
are ciuzens of the United States, are physically sound, 
who have servea honorably not less than two years in 
the Army, and who he.e borne a good moral cnaracter 
before and aiter enlitiment, may compete for promotion, 

Vacancies in the grade of second licutenant neretotore 
filled by the promotion of meritorious non issi d 
olticers of the Army, under tne provisions of section three 
Or the act approved June 18, 1578, shall be filled by the 
appointment of competitors tavorably recommended under 
tmis act, in the order of merit established by the final 
examination. Hach man who passes the tinal examination 
shail receive a certicate of eligibility, setung forth tne 
subjects in which he is proficient and the especial grounds 
upon which the recommendation is based: Provided, 
‘’nat not more than two examinations shall be accorded 
to the same competitor. 

All rignts anda privueges arising from a certificate 
Ol eCligivuity May ve vacated by sentence of a court- 
mMaruul, but nO soldier, While nolaing the privueges of 
a ceruncate snall be brought beiore a garrison or regi- 
menia: court-martial or summ. court,

ing the competitive examinations, 

Preliminary bxamunation, 

ll. AS soon as practicavie aiter tne isth of March the 
department commander wil convene a boara of nve com- 
muissioued ofmcers, including two meaicai officers, for tne 
preuminary examination of applicants, and will order 
the applicants in his commana to appear pefore it. his 
boara will institute a rigid inquiry into the character, 
capacity, record and and qualifications of the severai 
candidates, and will recommend none tor competitive ex- 
amination who are not abie to estabiish tneir fitness 
for promotion to the entire satisiaction of the board. 
‘10 nat end the procedure of the department boards 
will be based upon that of retiring boards. Lvidence 
wul be obtaimea trom the certificates of officers, trom 
witnesses, under oath, ana by means of sworn interrog- 
atories. The miidtary record of each candidate wul 
be ciusely examined and his antecedents before entering 
the Service will be made the subject of special inquiry. 

‘ivery applicant will be subjected to a rigid physicai 
examination, and if there be itound to exist any cause 
Of aisquatincation to such a degree as might in the tu- 
ture impair his efficiency as an officer in the Army, he 
wili be rejected. Examination as to physical quaiitica- 
tions shali conform to the standard required of recruits, 
and a certificate of physical examination by the medical 
oflcers ot the board shall accompany the proceedings 
ot the board. 

The preliminary examination will embrace the follow- 
ing subjects: 

1. Hmglish grammar, including orthography, 
and writing from oral dictation. 

2. Mathematics, including arithmetic, algebra, to in. 
clude the solution of equations of the first degree con- 
taining one unknown quantity, the use of logarithms, 
the elements of plane geometry, plane trigonometry, and 
surveying. 

3. Geography, particularly in reference to the United 
States and North America. 

4. The outlines of general history, and particularly 
the history of the United States. 

5. The Constitution of the United States and the organ- 
ization of the Government under it, and the elements of 
international law. 

6. Army regulations, and the drill regulations of the 
arm irom which he is selected. The examinations in 
drill regulations will be practical, extending through 
the schools of the soldier, squad, and platoon, and shall 
take place on the parade ground in the presence of the 
boa.

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It is believed that the objection to the changes recom- 
mended has been principally due to two causes; One that 
the Artillery Corps did not know the extent and limit 
of the proposed changes, and the. other that the order 
to turn in subscales and minute dials to the Ordnance 
Department came shortly before the beginning of its 


practice season, 
The board, in addition to the statements ven in 
its former action quoted above, submits the following 


reasons why in its opinion, the change should be made: 

The proposed change, if approved, will simplify and 
render less liable to error the work of the computer 
in the B. C. station as follows: In from the 
predicted to the corrected azimuth of a target it is neces- 
sary in general to apply two corections, one for wind and 
one for drift. The first may be positive or negative, the 
latter is always negative. 

The combination of these compound numbers (degrees 
and minutes) will always be, even in the hands of the 
best enlisted men, a much slower operation and one in- 
volviig a much greater chance of error than the com- 
bination of these same angles. expressed decimally. 

This opinion has been confirmed in a very complete 
manner by a test of thirteen first-class gunners, taken 
at random, where with ali the time desired at their dis- 
posal all but three made errors when working in de- 
grees and minutes and only five made errors while work- 
ing with the same angles expressed decimally. Only 
two problems under each head were given to each gun- 
ner, one in addition and one in subtraction, 

It is not proposed to change our present system of 
indicating elevations for two reasons: First, because the 
same necessity does not exist; second, because the fail- 
ure to do so, thereby saving considerable expense, can 
not possibly result in any confusion. 

The Artillery Board, theretore, on account of the great 
desirability of both speed and accuracy in target prac- 
tice, as well as the vital necessity for the same in action, 
adheres to its original recommendation. 


CIRCULAR 23%, JUNE 30, H.Q.A., A.G.O. 

A question having arisen as to the meaning and scope 
of the words ‘‘constant labor for not less than 10 days,” 
employed in paragraph 183, Army Regulations, the matter 
was referred to the Auditor for the War Department, 
who decided as follows (435418—A.G.O.): An enlisted man 
employed on extra duty appears to be entitled to extra 
duty pay if he is continuously employed for not less than 
10 days. Whether or not the entire 10 days is in the same 
month is not material. When a man is mustered and 
paid for less than 10 days’ service, however, it is essential 
that that voucher should show prior or subsequent service 
sufficient to make 10 days’ continuous extra duty. 

ll. Publishes the following decision of the Comptroller 
of the Treasury: 

The amount due the post exchange by a deceased soldier 
is a debt and constitutes a geoes claim against his 
estate, and may be legally deducted from the pay and 
allowances due the same. (We omit che text. Ed.) 

Ill. Publishes the following decision of the Comptroller 
of the Treasury: 

An assistant surgeon who had completed five years’ 
service was thereafter retired as lst lieutenant on account 
of disability. He was not examined for promotion as 
prescribed by act of July 27, 1892, and therefore never 
attained the rank of captain. He should only receive pay 
on retired list of Ist lieutenant of cavalry. (We omit the 
text.

CIRCULAR 26, JULY 3, H.Q.A., A.G.O. 
Announces that the International Banking Corporation 
is designated as fiscal agent of the United States in the 
Philippine Islands and China, and also the Guaranty 
‘Trust Company. 


CIRCULAR 27, JULY 7, H.Q.A., A.G.O. 

1. The following decision has been made and is pub- 
lished to the Army for the intormation and guidance of 
all concerned: 

Where the sentence of a court-martial directs the 
amount paid for the apprehension and transportation 
of a soldier convicted of absence without leave to be 
charged against his pay in conformity to the require- 
ments of paragraph 1% of the Army Resolutions, its 
sentence should direct such charge to take the form of a 
stcppage, not of a forfeiture, thus allowing the amount 
so deducted to be credited on the books of the Treasury 
as a reimbursement.—(Decision Sec. War, July 2, 19%2— 
441595 A.G.O.) 

Il. Announces that the City National Bank of Tusca- 
lousa, Ala., has been designated a depository of public 
moneys,

CIRCULAR 4, JUNE 23, DEPT. OF DAKOTA. 

1. Official communications forwarded to or through this 
office te receive prompt attention and be made of record 
must, as a rule, be addressed to the Adjutant of a com- 
mand or to the Adjutant General of the Department or 
of the Army. Those relating to matters of import or in- 
jerest to a whole command must originate with the com- 
manding officer; but he may forward by endorsement the 
usual estimates and requisitions and communications in- 
volving questions of administrative responsibility or 
affecting the interests of individuals, 

Communications between a staft vr acting staff officer 
and the chief of his branch of the staff pass direct only 
when they relate exclusively to the routine of business 
in his department; and staff officers will reply promptly 
and fully to communications of this nature received from 
their chiefs. 

Officers will make no stated returns, reports or inspec- 
tions not required by Army Regulations or by proper 
authority duly promulgated through the Adjutant Gen- 
eral or Adjutant of a command, 

2. Regulations and decisions pertaining to the uniform 
of the Army are published by the War Department and 
these fix definitely the uniform for every condition ot 
service. The proper dress is determined by the com- 
manding officer for any occasion, official or social. 

Officers will wear swords and sword belts when making 
official calls on superior officers, on occasions of official 
functions, and when reporting for duty. Men will wear 
the proper uniform at mess. 

The reorganization has added many new men to the 
Army and many Officers without extended experience. 
Other conditions have changed also with the passing of 
Indian warfare and frontier life. With few exceptions 
troops are no longer isolated but are subject to daily 
notice and comment, and the Army has gained distinc- 
tion by recent service. Times and ———— are, there- 
fore, most fitting for all officers and especiaily for com- 
manding officers, to influence the discipline, bearing, 
behavior and appearance of those under them. Rules of 
decency and decorum in dress and conduct observed by 
law, custom or common consent are more necessary in 
the Army than elsewhere and their violation more con- 
spicuous. 

“There is no condition of service,’ anywhere ‘“‘which 
may justify disregard of the military courtesies specified 
in Army and Drill Regulations to be observed by and 
between officers and enlisted men. In all armies, the 
manner in which military courtesies are observed and 
rendered by officers and soldiers, is an index to the man- 
ner in which other duties are performed.”’ 

“The practice of raising the hat or cap in saluting is 
unauthorized and will be discontinued.”

In recognition of the Meg efforts of Rear Admiral 

George W. Melville, U.S.N., in behalf of legislation for 
the benefit of the U.S. ~1Fiale Cutter Service a com- 
mittee representing the officers of the Service called upon 
him in Washington on July 9 and presented him with a 
massive silver loving cup bearing the following inscrip- 
tion: “Presented to Rear Admiral George Wallace Mel- 
ville, U.S.N., by the officers of the U.S. Revenue Cutter 
Service, as a symbol of their friendship and a slight 
token of their admiration for one who fearlessly espoused 
their cause in time of need, and whose testimony in their 
behalf commanded the respectful attention of all.’”’ On 
other panels of the cup are the admiral’s monogram and 
the date of the new law, April 12, 1902. The cup is 


eight inches high, and is elaborately decorated with con- 
ventional devices typical of the sea. 
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AN URGENT NEED OF THE SERVICE. 


The recent suicide of two Army officers in the Philip- 
pines is a melancholy reminder of certain conditions at- 
tending military service in those islands which, we fear, 
have never received the consideration they deserve here 
at home. The Philippine campaign is unique’in the his- 
tory of the Army not only because it has involved the 
sending of enormous bodies of troops across 8,000 miles 
of sea to subdue an elusive and half-savage enemy in a 
roadless country, but because it has subjected those troops 
to a heart breaking test of endurance under the withering 
elements of a tropical climate. The patience, self-sac- 
rifice and sturdy courage with which this test has been 
met by officers and men alike constitute one of the 
crowning glories of the whole Philippine achievement. 
In trackless swamps reeking with miasma, in tangled 
jungles alive with pestilent insects and poisonous vegeta- 
tion, in desolate mountain ranges where peril lurked in 
every ravine, our soldiers, often barefoot and ragged, 
have for more than three years steadfastly advanced their 
country’s work uncomplainingly and with never a thought 
of turning back. Not once but hundreds of times they 
have slept without cover under the downpour of tropical 
rains only to awaken in steaming clouds of malarious 
mists. Standing waist deen in mud and stagnant water 
they have in scores of cases met the enemy and routed 
him. And in the end they triumphed gloriously over a 
treacherous foe in spite of a hostile sun. 

This experience, we repeat, was entirely new to the 
Army. The deadly climate in which the campaign was 
prosecuted was only one of its hardships. The sense 
of utter isolation from family and friends, the known 
savagery of the enemy, the feeling on the part of the 
troops that their thankless work was criticised or only 
half appreciated at home, and the progressive physical 
exhaustion due to endless marching through dismal forests 
and over almost impassable ranges—such were the con- 
ditions under which the Army in the Philippines has 
carried its great undertaking to a successful conclusion. 
Thus beset, it is no wonder that many of our soldiers 
have fallen victims to tropical disease, that others have 
lost their reason and that a few have resorted to self- 
destruction. The real wonder is that in a campaign en- 
gaging so large a force and conducted under conditions 
so strange, so few should have succumbed to the malign 
influences which surrounded them. In discussing this 
general subject, Dr. Henry C. Rowland, formerly an 
acting assistant surgeon in the Army, in an article in 
McClure’s Magazine expresses the opinion that a large 
number, possibly the larger part, of the soldiers serving 
in the Philippines are suffering from nostalgia. The dis- 
ease, he adds, has in some cases taken an acute form and 
plunged both officers and men into sudden mania in which 
they have attempted to take their own lives and the lives 
of others. Dr. Rowland makes the pertinent suggestion 
that this morbid mental condition of men from a tem- 
perate climate wno have undergone long and distressing 
service in a tropical country may account for such in- 
stances as there may have been of cruel treatment 
of natives by American soldiers. His theory deserves 
the careful consideration of all who believe that the Army 
is at least entitled to justice from the people whom it 
serves. 

The experience of the Army in the Philippine shows 
beyond all doubt that fair play for the troops and a proper 
regard for the welfare of the military establishment as a 
whole, require the fixing of a definite term of service 
for all officers and men assigned to duty in the islands. 
Up to this time it has been the practice to detail officers 
to the archipelago without any understanding as to when 
they should be brought home to recuperate from the en- 
ervating effects of service in the tropics. ‘This, of course, 
has been necessary partly because of the uncertain con- 
ditions existing in the islands and partly because the 
peculiar nature of the campaign required the most com- 
petent officers in the Service regardless of all considera- 
tions. It has therefore been impossible to follow any 
definite system of rotation or to fix any specific term of 
service for officers in the Philippines. But now that the 
military administration has come to an end, there is no 
reason why there should not be a readjustment under 
which an officer, when assigned to the islands, will know 
approximately how long he will have to stay there. For- 
tunately this matter has already been taken under con- 
sideration by the Secretary of War, and his high regard 
for the recent work of the Army warrants the expectation 
that he will speedily arrange a system based on equity 
and justice for all interests. The general belief among 
those who have seen service in the Philippines is that 
three years is the utmost period that an officer should be 
kept there, and that it would be still better to limit the 
term to two years. 

There are difficulties to overcome before a fixed system 
of rotation can be established, but they are only tem- 
porary. The increase of the Army and the number 
of vacancies by death have resulted in such rapid promo- 
tions in certain grades that officers already in the islands 
have in many cases veen assigned to regiments just sent 
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out, and such officers have thus been obliged to remain 
far beyond a fair and proper period. To deal adequately 
with this complication the Secretary may have to proceed 
on the principle of relieving officers without regard to 
regimental transfers. This, of course, would make it 
impossible to keep the staff and line of every regiment 
in the islands intact, but, desirable as that might be, it 
is of less importance than the granting of deserved relief 
to officers who have been kept on duty in the tropics 
beyond a reasonable !imit. 

A system which sha‘l provide a definite limit of service 
in the Philippines is one of the urgent needs of the Army. 
It is due not only to officers and men but to the highest 
interests Of the service itself. There was a reasonable 
excuse for not establishing it during the existence of the 
insurrection, but there is none now. With such a pro- 
vision, service in the Philippines would be far less dis- 
tasteful than it is under present conditions, and the large 
number of young officers just entering the Army would 
be stimulated by the assurance of fair play in the matter 
of details for duty in our outlying possessions. The 
President and the Secretary of War have so conclusively 
demonstrated their appreciation of the recent achieve- 
ments of the Army that we capnot doubt that this crying 
need of the Service will receive prompt, sympathetic 
and satisfactory consideration at their hands. 

CHANGDS IN ARMY NIFORM. 

The report of the Army Unifor * g’oard of which Maj- 
or General Hughes is the preside:.t, has been completed 
and submitted to the Secretary of War. It has been 
forwarded to the President for review, and, if approved, 
will be issued as a general order in the near future. 

Many of the recommendations of the board have al- 
ready been published in a general way in the ARMY AND 
Navy JOURNAL, and, for the present, the Department is 
unwilling to make public the detailed uniform changes 
recommended by the board. As we have stated the most 
far-reaching change advocated is that which makes the 
service uniform for all arms and the staff an olive-drab 
color,—if such a combination can be imagined—and does 
away With the existing blue service uniform except for 
occasions of semi-dress. In its effect the new service 
uniform has a greenish appearance, although, in a general 
way, it resembles the well-known khaki color. There will 
be no characteristic blue, red and yellow stripes on the 
trousers to distinguish the arms of the Service. With 
this service or campaign uniform both officers and men 
will wear the campaign hat and leggins. It is probable 
that the only distinctive marks to show to what arm an 
officer or man belongs will be a blue, red or yellow cord 
around the hat, and the color of the shoulder straps or 
chevrons. The Signal Corps men will have on their 
trousers an orange stripe piped with white, and the char- 
acteristic color for the Medical Corps will be changed 
from green to maroon for both chevrons and stripes. In 
fact the board recommends, it is said, that the stripes 
worn by officers and men of the staff be invariably piped 
with white as recently adopted by the Engineer Corps. 

The board is in favor of three uniforms for the Army, 
full dress, undress or semi-dress, and campaign. Of the 
latter we have given a general description. 
uniform will consist of the blue coat now worn for ser- 
vice use with trousers, we understand, similar to those 
recommended for campaign use. With this uniform both 
officers and men will wear a cap to be similar to that 
worn by the officers on General Miles’ staff and also 
adopted by the Engineer Corps. This cap will supersede 
the one now in use. 

Matiy changes of importance are recommended for the 
full dress uniform. ‘The collar of the coat is to be deco- 
rated with gold braid and the shoulder knot greatly re- 
duced in size and more ornamental in appearance. The 
front of the coat is also to be decorated more than at 
present. The helmet has been discarded by the board 
and the chapeau is only retained for general officers. The 
full dress head-gear for all others will consist of the cap 
described above for undress and now well known in the 
Army. One of the recommendations of the board that 
will meet with much disfavor is that regarding the full 
dress for the Cavalry. It is recommended that Cavalry 
officers wear the regular full dress coat prescribed, with 
khaki riding trousers and high boots. This combination 
for full dress is not generally approved. 

The chances are that the President and the Secretary 
of War will make some changes in the uniforms as 
recommended by the board. Several suggestions for staff 
insignia have been made, but the Board left this matter 
to be decided by the Secretary. The insignia of the 
Medical Department will probably be changed to the 
caduceus. The familiar Geneva cross may be lost to the 
Army. It is possible that next week we will be able to 
print in full the report of the Uniform Board. 
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Comdr. Thomas C. McLean, U.S.N., commanding the 
U.S.S. Cincinnati has notified the Navy Department 
from La Guayra, Venezuela, that Miss Jessie Ellsworth 
and Miss Winifred Estrey, daughter and niece, respect- 
ively, of Luther T. Ellsworth, U.S. Consul at Puerto 
Cabello, Venezuela, sailed from that port June 30 on 
the U.S.8. Topeka, Comdr. John A. H. Nickels, U.S.N., 
commanding, en route to La Guayra. When the Topeka 
left Puerto Cabello the place was in imminent danger 
of an attack from revolutionary forces and the young 
ladies sought safety in flight. One of the pleasing inci- 
dents of the visit of the Cincinnati, Comdr. Thomas C. 
McLean, and the ‘Vopeka, Commander Nickels, to 
la Guayra, was the cordial interchange of cour- 
iesies between their officers and the Spanish officials 
and residents at Caracas, the Venezuelan capital. The 
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Spanish Minister, Senor de Ayala, made an official call 
upon both commanders, and the day following he 
Senora de Ayala were entertained at breakfast on 
the Cincinnati in company with Mrs. Bowen, of 
the United States Minister. Two days later the 
Consul visited both vessels and was heartily 
and Commanders McLean and Nickels were 

entertained by the Spanish Minister. In speaking 
these civilities the Heraldo organ of the 
ish colony in Caracas, said: “A commission of 
officers of both cruisers visited Senor Bel, the Spanish 
Consul, establishing the best relations with those who 
but lately were our enemies in war, and who to-day de- 
sire to be our best friends in peace. As there is no room

our best welcome to the commanders and officers of the 
said cruisers.” That is always the way with the Navy. 
When it isn’t fighting it is promoting international har- 
mony, and it does both equally well.

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Senator Hawley, of Connecticut, is by no means con- 
vinced of the sincerity of those “anti-imperialists” who 
love to talk about what they would do with the Army 
in the Philippines if they were running things. He 
says: “If Senator Hoar, of Massachusetts, was elected 
President and could do just as he wished, he would not 
withdraw ali military government by the United States 
from the Philippines. No sensible person even thinks 
of doing such a thing. I do not know what pacifying 
effect the gradual withdrawal of the United States troops 
from the Philppine Islands will have on Senator Hoar 
and his followers. Nobody knows what they are ever 
going to do. Senator Hoar is an old friend of mine, a 
dear friend, and I love him, but he is crazy on this Phil- 
ippine question. Everybody knows the condition of those 
islands when we took them, and already are to be seen 
evidences of good accomplished by our schools established 
there. Whether Aguinaldo will cause us any more trou- 
ble, no one knows. If he gets a chance he may take ad- 
vantage of it.” There isn’t a man in either political 
party with a grain of sense in his head who, if he were 
President, would dare to withdraw the Army from the 
Philippines and renounce the authority of the United 
States in those islands. The man guilty of such an act 
would be immediately impeached for treason and con- 
signed to everlasting infamy. 








This single number of the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL 
contains over two thousand proper names.

Even the 
official publications, upon which we depend for the spell- 
ing of names, are not so perfectly correct that they can 
be invariably depended upon. 





The Chief of Ordnance of the Army has made his 
recommendations to the Secretary of War relative to the 
tests of the disappearing gun carriage. The board to 
conduct the tests will probably be appointed in the near 
future. The tests of the carriage will all be made on the 
Atlantic coast at points where they are emplaced. They 
will be tested for high, medium and low sites and their 
guns will be fired from all positions. 








A very intelligent idea of the history of the U.S. Mili- 
tary Academy, its methods of discipline and instruction, 
the recreations, social pleasures, athletic sports and moral 
training of the cadet can be obtained from the readable 
volume by H. Irving Hancock, published by G. P. Put- 
nam’s Sons, New York, and entitled, “Life at West Point, 
the making of the American Army officer, his studies, 
discipline and amusements.” Colonel Mills, superintend- 
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consideration. Twenty-five excellent reproductions of 
photographic views by Pach Brothers are such a graphic 
presentation of the scenes and surroundings of the West 
Point cadet as to make the reader quite at home at the 
Point, whether he ever visits it or not. “The West 
Pointer’s future in the Army” is described in the closing 
chapter and an appendix gives information as to the ap- 
pointment and admission of cadets. We should be glad to 
see this work obtain a wide circulation, for it will serve 
to correct some current misunderstandings concerning 
the character of our young soldiers. It shows a thorough 
understanding and sympathetic appreciation of the Acad- 
emy as an institution for the upbuilding of character, as 
well as for training young men to the military profession. 


The Army Uniform ‘Board has adjourned, and its re- 
port will be submitted as soon as prepared. The board 
conducted a very interesting set of practical experiments 
to determine the best color for the service uniform. The 
board, in this connection, gave careful consideration to 
the fact that the British army had abandoned the khaki 
color and had adopted a neutral gray tint but retaining 
the texture of the khaki. A number of samples of the 
cloth adopted by the British army were secured by the 
board and contrasted with four different hues of khaki 
manufactured in this country. Bight men, each dressed 
in a different hue and placed side by side in a green field 
were inspected by officers on the board. These officers 
were supplied with field glasses and began their inspection 
at a distance of eleven hundred yards from the privates. 
At each hundred yards of increased distance observations 
were taken to ascertain which of the uniforms was the — 
least visible. The color finally decided upon is in general 
appearance much like the khaki shade but has a pale 
green cast. It is by no means beautiful, but is very 
serviceable. r 








When the 9th U.S. Infantry, en route from the Phil- 
ippines to Sackett Harbor, N.Y., stopped in Rochester, 
N.Y., on July 2, it received an enthusiastic welcome from 
the people of that city. Several citizens made patriotic 
addresses and Lieut. Col. James Regan and Chaplain 
Ernest P. Newsom, both of the 9th, replied in behalf 
of the regiment. Colonel Regan paid an eloquent tribute 
to the enlisted men of the command and to the Army as 
a whole, concluding as follows: “Our traducers will 
some day be ashamed of themselves. The Army and 
Navy belong to no party; they are of the nation.” 

The bill recently enacted by the Legislature of Louis- 
iana forbidding the use in the public schools of that 
State of any history which does not give the credit for 
the naval victory off Santiago to Rear Admiral Winfield 
Scott Schley, has been vetoed by Governor Heard. The 
Governor explains that he is in full sympathy with the 
purpose of the bill and that he agrees with Admiral 
Dewey that Rear Admiral Schley is entitled to full credit 
for the Santiago victory, but he fears that if the meas- 
ure became a law it might lead to the use of unsatisfac- 
tory histories in the schools of the State.

The Adjutant General's office has closed the Army 
Register from July 1, 1902, and is now preparing it for 
publication. The register will show the rank of offi- 
cers from that date. The publication of the Register for 
this year has been greatly delayed by the appointment of 
officers under the Act of Feb. 2, 1901, and their arrange- 
ment according to their lineal rank. We publish in this 
number of the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL the lineal lists 
of lieutenants not heretofore printed. This arrangement 
is final and official.

We may be way out in the West away from thickly 
settled centers, but when a holiday comes round “we 
manage to do right well,” as will be seen by our program 
for the Fourth of July: Forenoon, rapid saddling con- 
test, potato race, mounted, 100 yards dash, mounted 
rescue race, 220 yards run, shoe race, greased pig, 
mounted tug-of-war, Navajo Indian pony race. After- 
noon, long distance Zuni Indian race, broncho breaking 
contest, baseball game. Night, fireworks, Zuni Indian 
dance on parade grounds. 

The program and management of the sports were in 
the hands of a committee consisting of Captains Kirby, 
Walker, C.C., Smith and Lieut. A. Lippincott, and that 
they did their work well can be attested by all who took 
part and all who witnessed the games. About $100 was 
collected for prizes, contributions coming from Gallup, 
Guam, and ranches in the vicinity, as well as from the 
post itself. 

All the sports that took place during the forenoon 
were held on the drill field where the committee had 
everything properly and punctually arranged. Tent 
flies provided shade for the onlookers and there were 
benches, chairs and free ice water in barrels for all. 
The post exchange was in evidence, with its ice cream, 
lemonade and peanut booth. 

We were somewhat handicapped by a windy day, but 
this did not seem to keep many at home; the whole gar- 
rison turned out and many people from Gallup, Guam 
and ranches in tne neighborhood, and large numbers of 
Navajo and Zuni Indians came to help celebrate the glo- 
rious Fourth.

On leaving the drill field the officers and ladies, with 
many of the visitors, went to inspect the dining-room 
of Troop G, which was handsomely decorated with bunt- 
ing and flags, and where tables were loaded down with 
all sorts of good things. 

At 1 o’clock sharp two events were pulled off, and they 
were probably the most interesting of the day: One 
was a five-mile Zuni Indian race around the parade 
ground, the other, which went on at the same time, a 
“broncho busting” contest on the parade ground. 

There were two teams of Zuni’s, seven men in each 
team, and they ran their national stick race.

The winning team under Pa-la-wa-ta-we was given 
$7, the other one under Ni-o-che got $3. 

Tommy Craig, a ranchman, who lives near the post, 
a brother of Bob Craig, the champion “broncho buster,” 
of New Mexico, got the prize, $5, for being the best 
rider fob Craig took first prize at the Albuquerque 
fair last October.

SERVICE OF GEN. W. M. GRAHAM. 
San Francisco, Cal., June 23, 1902. 
To tur Eprror oF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

I observe in the ARMY AND NAvy JouRNAL of the date 
of June 14, page 1047, an article purporting to give the 
length of service of various genera] officers before retire- 
ment, signed “Retired List,” which states my length of 


service at four months. 

This is not true and does my military record injustice. 
I was promoted in May, 1897, to the grade of brigadier 
general, U.S. Army, and assigned by the President’s order 
to the command of the Department of Texas. This com- 
mand I exercised until March, 1898, when I was ordered 
by the President to proceed to Atlanta, Ga., and organize 
the Department of the Gulf, comprising the seven States 
on the Atlantic Coast from South Carolina to Texas, 
both inclusive. I exercised this command at a period 
when it was believed this part of the coast was threatened 
with a hostile attack from the Spanish fleet, and it was 
considered to be the most responsible military command 
in the country. 

In May I was promoted to the rank of major general 
of Volunteers and ordered by the President to the com- 
mand of the 2d Army Corps, U:S. Vols. I proceeded to 
Falls Church, Va., in the latter part of May, at which 
point the corps was mobilizing and established and named 
the camp “Russel A. Alger,” where I organized the corps 
to a strength of thirty thousand men and prepared it 
to a fair state of instruction and discipline to participate 
jn a campaign in Cuba should it be so needed. 

In August I was ordered by the President to transfer 
my corps to Pennsylvania, where I established and named 
the camp, twelve miles square, “George Gordon Meade” 
between Middletown and Highspire. Here I commanded 
the corps and camp until November, 1898, taking seventy- 

_ five hundred of my men to Philadelphia in October and 
marching them in review before the President in the 
Peace Jubilee parade. I was retired from active service 
as a brigadier general in the Regular establishment, under 
operation of law Sept. 28, 1898, but continued in active 





command as a major general of Volunteers by order of 


the President until November when I was stricken with 
typhoid pneumonia and relieved from command of the 
corps. I was mustered out after Volunteer service Nov. 
30, while still critically ill. 

Now, Mr. Editor, it will be perceived that I exercised 
active and distinguished command of large bodies of 
troops and most important military departments by the 
President’s assignment during a critical period in the 
military history of our country. And this for eighteen— 
not four—months after promotion, as a brigadier general, 
as the article states. It is true that my retirement as a 
brigadier general took place seventeen months after pro- 
motion to that grade. 

As before stated the tenor of the article does injustice 
to my military record, even misquoting my name. I would 
request therefore that you will kindly correct the error 
in the next issue of your valuable military gazette.

HOW THE DRY CANTEEN WORKS. 


Maragondon, Cavite, P.I., May 12, 1902. 
To THE EpIToR OF THE ARMY AND NAvVy JOURNAL: 

I notice an article in column 3, page 739, in your 
JOURNAL of March 29, 1902, saying that the recent effect 
of canteen legislation is to increase drunkenness, es- 
pecially of “beno” in the Philippines. Why does the 
writer condemn the so-called “temperance canteen” be- 
fore he has tried it? Of the many who loudly condemn 
the canteen without beer, I do not know one who has 
given it an honest trial. Facts are what we want and 
_ a general condemnation based on individual preju- 

ice. 

Let no man condemn the “dry canteen” until he can state 
from his own knowledge and experience that in a given 
organization there was less drunkenness and better dis- 
cipline without a “dry canteen” than with it. Here are 
some facts : 

Co. M, 28th Infantry, has been stationed in Mara- 
gondon, Cavite, for the past five months. During a part 
of this time there was a saloon run by an American, 
selling beer and whiskey. There are also in the town 
half a dozen “native canteens” selling beer, whiskey and 
several mixtures of which “beno” is the base. 

From March 15 to date we have had in operation a 
post exchange run under existing regulations. 

From March 15 to May 15, the two months during 
which we have had a post exchange, five men, whose 
trouble came trom too much drinking, were tried by sum- 
mary court. During this time there were no general 
court-martial cases. 

From Jan. 15 to March 15, with no post exchange, 
forty-five men whose trouble came from too much drink- 
ing were trieu by summary court. There were also five 
men who had general charges preferred against them. 
The conditions during the first two months were exactly 
the same as during the last two, with the exception of 
the establishment of the post exchange. Is not an in- 
stitution which gives such results in one case worthy a 
fair trial? The facts speak for themselves. 

In reply to those who have been bewailing the lost 
profits of the “beer canteen,” let me say that I started 
this “dry canteen” on March 15 with no capital. On 
May 12 I turned over $367.10 to the company fund, had 
$169 worth of stock on hand, having money enough be- 
sides to pay every bill due. 

I trust you will place these facts before your readers.

Your issue of June 28 contains a notice of the or- 
ganization by certain naval officers of “The Ancient 
and Honorable Order of Sons of Gunboats,” at Cavite, 
P.I. This notice suggests the need of a similar organi- 
zation in the Coast Artillery. The Coast Artillery is 
the only branch of the Service which as such did not 
participate actively in the war in Cuba, in the Philip- 
pines or in China. Hence Coast Artillery officers are 
eligible to very few of the military orders which grew 
out of those wars. All of us are familiar with the sen- 
timents which we involuntarily entertain in contem- 
plating the increasing rolls of the orders of sons of our 
various wars. Within the past few years especially 
the Army has felt this in the large numbers of “ap- 
pointees who have been Sons of Their Fathers. On 
account of the close connection between the Navy and 
our modern Coast Artillery, it seems peculiarly appro- 
priate that “The Ancient and Honorable Order of Sons 
of Gunboats” should be represented in the Coast Artil- 
lery by an annex to be known as “The Ancient and 
Honorable Order of Sons of Guns.”

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GROWTH OF WAR EXPENDITURES. 

The increasing cost of the British army and navy is 
beginning to impress the taxpayer to the point of un- 
easiness. But a glance at the progress of warlike expendi- 
ture in foreign countries, the St. James Gazette says, 
shows that England is merely keeping the lead which has 
always been deemed necessary with regard to naval 
strength ;while the burden of the army, if heavy in pounds 
sterling, is comparatively lighter than that of Continental 
nations, because of the absence of universal military 
service. As “food for reflection, if not for anxiety,” the 
Gazette gives a comparison of the present expenditure 
with that of twenty years ago. Taking the “ordinary,” 
or annually recurrent, expenditure of the six Great Pow- 
ers, it is found that Austria-Hungary spends the smallest 
sum on the navy. In 1882 it amounted to only £765,000; 
iu 1902 the estimates were £1,283,000. 

Germany comes next in point of magnitude of expen- 
diture, but the amount of the “ordinary” outlay on her 
navy is comparatively small. Germany’s “extraordinary” 
expenditure is very great, but by a financial fiction this 
is set down to capital account, so to speak. The tax- 
payer is flattered into the belief that it is exceptional, 
although experience proves that it is as certainly recur- 
rent as the ordinary expenditure. German’s ordinary ex- 
penditure on her navy was in 1882 £1,400,000, and in 
1902 £3,995,000. Her progress will be even more rapid in 





the future, and by the time that the new ships are built, 
the annual expenditure will have reached a very high 
gure. 

Italy shows a similar advance. In 1882 Italy spent 
£1,910,000, and in 1902 £4,640,000. Russia’s naval ex- 
penditure has increased enormously in the past twenty 
years, although the fact has not excited so much atten- 
tion. Russia spent on her navy in 1882 £2,751,000, and 


in 1902 £9,832,000. 


In France tue increase has not been so large, but the 
actual sum expended is greatly in excess of that of any 
other Continental Power. France’s naval outlay was: 
In 1882 £5,546,000, and in 1902 £12,480,000. 

Great Britain in 1882 spent £10,561,000; in 1902, 
£30,875,000 ; 1902-03, £31,255,000. If the First Lord 
of the Admiralty had to defend, in Parliament, the enor- 
mous expansion from 1014 to 30% millions during the 
short period of twenty years, he could point triumphantly 
to the fact that the ratio of increase has been exceeded 
by one rival Power and nearly equalled by another. This 
is shown by the following: Percentages of increase in 
naval expenditure from 1882 to 1902: France, 46: 
Austria-Hungary, 68; Italy, 143; Germany, 183; Great 
Britain, 192; Russia, 257. 

Great Britain commenced the period with so much 
larger an expenditure than any other Power that her 
increase of 192 per cent. exceeds that of all the other 
Powers taken together. While the total expenditure of 
the five Continental nations advanced by a sum of 
ere. her navy cost £20,314,000 more in 1902 than 
in dda. 

Actual increase in naval cost, 1882 to 1902: Austria- 
Hungary, £513,000; Germany, £2,585,000; Italy, £2,- 
730,000; France, £3,934,000; Russia, £7,081,000; Great 
Britain (1902-03), £20,314,000. 





PROMOTION ON RETIREMENT.

I notice in your issue of June 7, “Vet's” criticism of 

my article in a previous issue, bearing on the promo- 
tion of Veterans one grade on retirement. In reply I 
would state that their is nothing ‘‘novel and astonish- 
ing” in the proposition to advance veterans one grade 
who have experienced Civil War Service, this to in- 
clude those who have retired since the signing of the 
Peace Protocol with Spain, in August 1898. 
_The bills before Congress bearing on this subject 
limit the increase of grade to those specified in my 
article. The proposition did not originate with myself, 
the framers of the b‘lls are responsible for this. They 
and not myself should receive the shafts of “Vet.” 

Ignoring the reflections of Vet on my parsimony(?) 
I am personally fully in accord with him that all veter- 
ans who experienced Civil War Service should be in- 
cluded in the legislation referred to, and regret that 
my article should have been interpreted as favoring 
any “invidious distinction.” 

It is to be hoped that Congress in its wisdom and 
justness will yet recognize the services of the veterans, 
irrespective of time limits, and bestow upon them, be- 
fore joining the “majority,” the slight increase of re- 
compense asked for.

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RELIEF EXPEDITION OF THE DIXIB. 


We published some weeks ago a synopsis of the re- 
port which follows, but have not been able to find space 
before this for the full report which is of value as a mat- 
ter of record, 


War Department. 
Office Commissary General of Subsistence. 
; Washington, June 13, 1902. 

The Adjutant General, U. S. Army, Washington, D. C. 
Sir: I have the honor to submit the following r 
connection with the Martinique Relief Ex tion : 

in obedience to Par 18, Special Orders 112, A.G.O., 
Current Series, I proceeded on May 12, to New_York 
City, aud on the 14th proceeded aboard the U.S.S. 
Dixie, with $5,000.00 in cash, and the subsistence 
stores shown in invoice (Appendix “A”). The Dixie 
sailed about 9 o’clock p.m., May 14, and reached Mar- 
tinique on the morning of May 21. In company with 
Captain Berrv, of the Dixie, an official call was made 
by Captain Sewell, Dr. Clayton and myself upon the 
Governor, during which tenders of assistance were 
made, and gratefully accepted by the Governor. wune- 
half of the stores aboard the ship were put ashore at 
Martinique. On behalf of the Government, I offered 
to employ a gan of laborers to handle the stores, with 
the object of hastening the unloading, and to put 
money in the hands of refugees who might need it. ‘I'he 
offer was declined with thanks. The stores were 
placed in lighters by the sailors of the Dixie and Cin- 
cinnati, and then taken charge of by a French Naval 
officer detailed for that purpose. ipts for the 
stores were sigued by the Governor, M. L’Heurre, who 
likewise sends a letter of thanks which is hereto - 
tached, marked “B”’. 

On May 22 the Dixie proceeded to St. Vincent, and 
on the 23d an official call was made on the Governor, 
and assistance offered as at Martinique, and gratefully 
accepted. The remainder of the stores were unloaded 
here, and receipts therefor given by the Governor, Sir 
Robert Llewellyn. 

There was some delay in unloading at St. Vincent, 
due to rain, and a shortage of lighters. I offered, as at 
Martinique, to employ a gang of laborers, and the offer 
was accepted in a letter sent by the Governor, which 
s hereto attached, marked “C.” I employed a gang 
of 118 men for two days. These men were refugtes, 

nd the money was very acceptable. The total amount 

xnenaed for labor, transportation and telegrams was 
$527.3 9. 

On May 29 the Dixie proceeded to San Lucia to take 
on coal, and on the 30th to Fort De France, sailing 
iherefrom on the 31st for home. She reached New York 
on the evening of June 6 met 

{ wish to invite special attention to the willing and 
energetic manner in which the sailors aboard the Dixie 
lubored in loading and unloading the stores on this ex- 
pedition. They labored unceasingly when there was 
anything to do, without a murmur, and the rapidity 
with which the stores were handled was due to their 
energy and willingness. Their hearts seemed to be in 
their work, and, encouraged by their splendid officers, 
nothing seemed to tire them. 

The stores were well selected, and met the needs of 
the people. By the destruction of St. Pierre, Martini- 
que, the great store-house and source of supplies of the 
island, was lost, consequently many of the necessaries 
of life were not available for the people, and nothing 
could have been more ocate than the arrival of the 
Dixie. The wants of the needy people were promptiy 
and efficiently reaeved, and on all sides 1 heard tne peo- 
ple murmur their blessings on the American Govern- 
ment for sending assistance to them in this emergency. 
The same can be said of St. Vincent, where, perhans, 
there were more people thrown upon the public be- 
cause many in the area of devastation escaped with 
their lives, while but few escaped at St. Pierre. 

From its conception to its conclusion, the expedition 
was one of which the American people may feel a 
pardonable pride; it was a noble and generous thought 
that conceived it; it was timely in reaching its desti- 
nation; it was most gratefully received by officials and 
people, and I hope I will be pardoned when I say that 
the officers appointed to carry out the will of the Gov- 
ernment on taois occasion, while performing their dutv 
as ordered, could not help being filled with an extra- 
ordinary pride in the fact that they had been chosen 
to perform duty in connection with this completely suc- 
cessful, and most humane expedition.

_— 
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A PLEA FOR JUSTICE. 
Tanauan, Leyte, P.I., April 5, 1902. 
To THE Eprrorn OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

A good case for illustration: A young man having 
absolutely no political influence fails to get into West 
Point in 1897, or to obtain a commission from civil life. 
He is a graduate of the grammar schools, also of one of 
the most prominent academies in America, and had spent 
some years at college. Having but one aim in life, 
namely, an Army career, he entered the Army in the 
ranks in the spring or summer of ’97. He speedily rose 
from one grade in the ranks of non-commissioned officers 
to another. He participated in the campaign before San- 
tiago de Cuba in which his regiment suffered extraor- 
dinarily heavy losses. Owing to a wound received he was 
unable to go up for examination until 1900, and on 
June 1 of that year, he is duly examined and received 
his commission as a 2d lieutenant to date July 25, 1900. 

He at once joined his organization, then in the West 
Indies, and on completion of that duty, this organization 
was then sent to the Philippines, where we now see it a 
part of the 6th Separate Brigade, which has so success- 
fully conducted the operations on the islands of Samar 
and Leyte, with many months of hard and arduous work, 
under the worst of climatic influences, suffering many 
privations. He has now completed five years of Army 
life, which for severity are almost unequaled, he never 
having had a decent station, never been able to enjoy 
the pleasures of life, and being subjected to many dis- 
comforts. 

Now this case is but one of several hundred like it. 
Many hundred vacancies were created by the Act of 
Feb. 2, 1901, and, of course, it was to be expected that 
the law would be followed out. And the law reads that 
there are three classes of young men eligible to commis- 
sions in the Army, namely: Ist. The graduates of West 
Point. 2d. Enlisted men who are able to pass the pre- 
scribed examinations, and 3d. Young men from civil life 
who pass certain examinations. 

But was the law carried out? No. Far fromit. Many 
Volunteer officers have been commissioned into the Reg- 
ular establishment. And by what method? They not 
being graduates of the Point, nor za from the ranks, it is 
to be presumed that they come from civil life. Let us 





consider the truth of this. A Volunteer officer must 
is commission ere he can obtain a new commission 

the Regular Army, and by so doing he makes himself an 
actual civilian and is appointed from civil life. Now this 
is the actual case of hundreds of Volunteer officers who 
have been commissioned in the and who have 
actually been “jumped” over the heads of every 2d lieu- 
tenant in the Army on Feb. 1, 1901, and also over a t 
many of the Ist lieutenants. Is this justice? Is this law? 

Let us consider justice. As a fact on Feb. 2, 1901 
none of these Volunteers had seen over two and a half 
years’ service, and nine-tenths of them had seen but one 
year and nine months’ service at the most. Every grad- 
uate of the Point in the 1900 class jumped by these Volun- 
teers, as well as those of the 1901 class, put in four years 
of very hard work and study and the enlisted men passed 
over had almost completed four years of the most 
arduous and exacting duties. Do you know what police 
duty in the stables, in the kitchens, etc., means? Do you 
know what it meant to go through the campaign ore 
Santiago de Cuba as an enlisted man, to serve over 
three years in the ranks? 

On the passing of that bill, great consternation reigned 
throughout the Army. But were they insubordinate? 
Did they complain? Dia they attempt to influence Army 
legislation by means of political “pulls’? No; on the 
contrary, they obeyed the letter of the law and of the 
Army gulations. Can any one answer these same 
questions in regard to the favored Volunteers? Or rather 
does any one care to answer these questions? 

For some months past all the vacancies above the 
grade of 2d lieutenant have been filled by Volunteers, 
and at last the 2d lieutenants, who had been biding their 
time so quietly for one long year, imagined that promo- 
tion by seniority, according to law, was once more going 
into effect. But they are now worse off than ever before. 
To cap the climax many 2d lieutenants, junior to them, 
of recent appointment, are being promoted over their 
heads. And why? If ther are not worthy of promotion, 
they certainly are not worthy of holding any kind of 
commission, and ought to be “kicked out.” ver since 
the Act of Feb. 2, 1901 (and since so many have been 
promoted over their heads), they have been constantly 
receiving letters from home, friends, etc., wanting to 
know why they have not received promotion, or in what 
they have failed, or if they have done any wrong, and 
are being punished accordingly, etc. To all this they 
answer that they would be all right again after all the 
higher vacancies were filled, and that then they would 
go up by seniority according to law. But now, when all 
vacancies have been filled, and they are more ignomin- 
iously ignored than ever, the said letters of inquiry are 
getting so pitifully sarcastic that the position of a 2d 
lieutenant in the Regular Army to-day is not only very 
unstable, but also almost unbearable. 

One of these letters, in ignorance of the subject, says: 
“Why not ask for a Court of Inquiry as did Sampson 
and Schley”? And the poor 2d lieutenant, in reiteration 
says: “If we have done wrong why not a court-martial 
and dismissal, and if we are acquitted why not give us 
justice?” 

Is it because a Volunteer is more capable than a Reg- 
ular Army officer? Then why not do away with the Reg- 
ular Army and use Volunteers, especially for this work in 
the Philippines? If a Volunteer has a better education, 
why not do away with the Point? If a man with but 
one year and nine month’s service makes a better officer 
than one with four to six years’ service why not “kick 
out,”’ we will say, every man as soon as he has completed 
four years’ service and continue to use civilians, and then 
possibly these same 2d lieutenants might be able to get 
a 1st lieutenancy as a civilian. 

Another thing that appears strange is the fact that a 
man from the Point or from the ranks cannot obtain a 
commission if he be over thirty years old, or if he be 
married. Yet we notice Volunteers may be married, ma 
have large families, may be much over thirty years old, 
and yet they can obtain the coveted commissions, and not 
only obtain said commission but can, as a consequence, 
be “jumped” over the heads of men who in point of law 
and fact are their seniors. What is this? Is it an in- 
ducement for the younger lieutenant to work hard and 
obey the law and the Army Regulations, or is it an 
inducement for them to resign, go into civil life with the 
object in view of getting married and raising a large fam- 
ily and then to use his “pull” to get a snap as captain, 
Q.M. or C.S. or as paymaster, or something equally 
as good? 

Justice! Is there justice in the Army to-day? As a 
matter of fact, some have already resigned, but when you 
consider that a man has already spent from four to six 
years in the Army, he is not very good at anything else, 
and must remain unless he has private means. Can any 
one counsel the 2d lieutenant of to-day? What ought 
he to do? Suppose he remains another six years in the 
Army and obtains his long-coveted Ist Sostannnen? 
Probably by that time, by some technicality of law, civil- 
ians will be eligible for captaincies. And when will this 
kind of thing stop? Will he ever receive promotion? 
Will this ignominious treatment and complete ignoring 
ever cease?

To THE Eptror or THe ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL. 

On page 1085—of the Army AND Navy Journat of 
June 28, 1902, appears a letter from the Secretary of 
War to Hon. Joseph R. Hawley, in which the Secre- 
tary urges that all appointees to the Artillery under 
the act approved Feb. 2, 1901, be given commissions 
bearing date of approval of the act. 


In his letter the Secretary says: “ * * In order to 
carry out this law, it was necessary to fix upon a date 
to which all service must be computed and the uniform 
custom by all precedent in organization involving in- 
creases of the Army is to give commissions the date 
of the approval of the act. * * Similar conditions 
were encountered as far back as 1799. * * the 
practice of giving all commissions the date of the 
approval of the act increasing the Army was adopted 

* * I understand that this course had been fol- 
lowed in every increase of the American Army, which 
has been made pursuant to the various statutes from 
time to time.” 

I was not in the Army in 1799, but I know that the

ADMIRAL MELVILLE’S MONUMENT. 


Rear Admiral George Wallace Melville, Engineer in 
Chief of the Navy, has caused to be erected in the Na- 
tional Cemetery at Arlington a sarcophagus, described 
by the New York Tribune as “magnificent in its sim. 
plicity and thoroughly characteristic of his own vigorous 
individuality. In every detail it is the creation of his 
own brain, designed to typify his own idea of his claim 
to remembrance and to avoid a more pretentious memoria) 
such as his admirers might prefer to raise after his 
death. A year or two ago, when some friends had dis- 
cussed the subject of his end with him and asked dbout 
his wishes, he took the matter in hand, and designed and 
built a tomb. The Admiral last year took advantage 
of the privilege accorded to every officer of the Army 
or Navy who fought to preserve the Union and ‘selected 
the site where the monument now stands, on a command- 
ing knoll near the graves of Sheridan, Sampson and 
Crook, overlooking the Potomac and Washington. 

“The sarcophagus combines architectural merit with 
the soundest engineering construction. It rests upon a 
foundation of concrete six feet deep, twelve feet long 
and eight feet wide. ‘The first layer of white marble is 
finished with a single curve from the base, and upon this 
rests the first base stone, weighing about eight fif- 
teen inches thick, ten feet long and six feet wide. 
supports the sarcophagus proper, a solid piece of 
cored out by a special stone drilling machine. Its gen- 
eral dimensions are such that it will take in a stee] burial 
case of the largest size, giving two inches of space al) 
around it, and then leave thirteen inches of stone for the 
walls of sides and ends. The capstone, which w 
six and one-half tons, and has to be handled with a 
rick, has four bevelled facets, and it is made to fit our 
over the top of the sarcophagus with a joining of lea 
The weight of the whole monument is nearly fifty tons. 

“When the capstone is permanently adjusted in position 
after the Admiral’s death the top will be surmounted with 
a marble terrestrial globe three feet in diameter, canted 
twenty-two degrees, to show the Arctic regions, in order 
that this mode of burial might be as perfect as 
from a sanitary point of view, there is a 6-inch hole 
bored from the base of the sarcophagus through the 
foundation deep into the earth. In speaking of this 
feature, the engineer in chief has laughingly said that 
he did not believe this provision was actually » 
since his personal perference is for incineration. In the 
event that his wishes in this respect are carried out, it 
is likely that the following lines will be cut on the monu. 
ment: 

“Not here! The wild wind’s whistling blast 
Have strewn the heroic ashes o’er hill and dale; 
To tint the wild flowers’ varied hue,

SEA DUTY FOR NAVAL OFFICERS. 


The following circular letter has been sent by Sec- 
retary Moody to the chiefs of all naval bureaus and 
to all the commandants of navy yards: 

“Sir: I am advised that the increase of the ships and 
enlisted men of the Navy results in a demand for 
officers for the active duties on board ship, the train- 
ing of enlisted men on shore and other shore duties of 
a naval and military nature. For this reason the 
partment desires a reduction to the amount of not less 
than twenty per centum in the vumber of officers 
employed on work not purely naval or military wher- 
ever such reduction is practicable. You will 
make such arrangements as will tend to produce this 
result, notifying the Bureau of Navigation of positions 
that can be vacated by commissioned officers now serv- 
ing therein on the assumption that their duties may be 

rformed by civilians or by officers of the 
“az or merged with those of other positions. 

“The Department does not contemplate sudden action 








in this matter, but desires changes where all, 

to be made gradually. The Department fully realizes 
that many naval duties of the highest importance 
must be performed on shore, and that the comnlete 
equipment of a naval officer demands shore duty of 
certain kinds as well as sea service, but desires ihe 
work performed by officers, whether at sea or on shore, 
to be of a naval and military character. 

“In order that the Department may be informed as 
to the character of the duties performed by officers 
of the Navy, now detailed in your bureau, or in con- 
nection with it, and the necessity thereof, you wild 
direct each officer of the Navy on duty your 
bureau, or in connection’ with it, either on the active list 
or retired list to make a statement in writing of the 
detailed duties performed by him. 

“You will accompany the statement of each officer 
by a supplemental statement, giving the f in- 
formation: 

“(1) How long have these duties been performed by 
an officer of the ya . yr! attached to the bureau, 
or in connection with ts and by whom were

The Navy Department is in receipt of several appli- 
eations from States for the use of vessels in the sum- 
mer cruises of various naval militia organizations. The 
department will endeavor to do all in its power to com- 
ply with these requests, and will — gd the Panther 
and the Montgomery on the Atlantic coast and the 
Wisconsin on the Pacifie coast for this purpose. These 
cruises will be carried out during the month of August. 

Late advices from the Asiatic station are to the ef- 
fect that the Kentucky and the New Orleans have 
sailed from Nagasaki en route for Kiaocheu Bay, where 
extended target practice will be carried on with great 
guns and small arms. No information has been e- 
ceived as to the direction to be taken by these vessels 
following this exercise, but the probability is that one 
or both will continue south from Kiaocheu Bay. 

The boilers of the U.S. cruiser Galveston, under con- 
struction by the William R. Trigg Company, are being 
installed and will be in place in a short time, when the 
piping and other connections will be put in place as 
rapidly as possible. The machinery of this vessel is in 
a forward stage, and as soon as the ship is launched the 
installation of the engines will be taken in hand with all 
expedition. 

Wireless telegraphy is a subject which is receiving 
much consideration at this time at the Navy Department. 
A plan to establish a wireless telegraph station in San 
Francisco harbor is in contemplation, and the Navy De- 
partment expects to begin a series of experiments with 
different systems at various points throughout the country. 
Lieutenant Hudgins, of the Navy, who was sent abroad 
at the request of Rear Admiral Bradford to purchase 
apparatus for trial by the Navy, will leave German 
for this country on July 11. is officer brings wit 
him the apparatus of two French and two German sys- 
tems of wireless telegraphy, and it is the intention of the 
Department to try these, together with the Marconi 
system, at Annapolis, Washington, ig York and San 
rancisco. Rear Admiral Bradford has placed Lieut. 
Albert M. Beecher in charge of all matters pertaining 
to wireless telegraphy. 

The Navy Department is contemplating the placing 
out of commission of a large number of gunboats now 
on the Asiatic Station.

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WEST POINT. 


West Point, New York, July 8, 1902. 

The Nation’s Birthday was fittingly observed at West 
Point, the celebration beginning on the eve of the holiday

G. D. W. asks as to position of men at inspection ot 
quarters in camp. Par, 745, I. D. R. How far in front of 
tents do the men stand, and should they face toward 
their tents or away from them? Answer: As close to the 


tent as nature of ground will permit. Facing out from 
the tent. If more than one man occupies tent form line 
parallel to street sides of entrance, 

Cc. B. asks: Whether, in the first movement of ‘Present 


arms" from the “Order arms” the piece is raised to the 
vertical position in front of the body with the whole hand 
or the first two fingers and thumb. Answer: The relative 
position of the fingers and thumb of the right hand in 
coming from “order” to “present’’ should not change 
until the right hand is brought to the small of the stock. 

Q. writes: I noticed in the parade in New York city 
before the French visitors on May 27, that the cavalry 
came first, then the Engineers, the Artillery and Infantry. 
Now this is contrary to the Army Drill Regulations, par. 
668, which says: “On occasions of ceremonies, except 
funeral escort, troops are arranged from right to left 
in iine, and from head to rear in column, in the following 
order. First, Infantry, second, Light Artillery, third, 
Cavalry. Engineer troops are on the right of the com- 
mand to which they are attached.”’ As this was a cere- 
mony why were not the drill regulations followed? Is 
there any authority for the departure from the paragraph 
in question? Why are troops attached to headquarters? 
In the Army there is no such organization. What is the 
object of having troops so attached to headquarters, in- 
stead of their belonging to some brigade? Answer: The 
parade in New York on May 27, 1902, does not come under 
the head of ‘‘ceremonies’’ but is classed as a “street 
parade.’’ The cavalry detachments on this occasion were 
detailed as a special escort to Major General Roe. The 
Engineer regiment was at the head of the column, fol- 
lowed by artillery dismounted, both of which were in 
their proper positions relative to the command to which 
they are attached. Troops are attached to headquarters 
in the N.G.N.Y., as per General Orders No. dated, 
Albany, N.Y., July 1, 191. “Upon the recommendation 
of Major General comanding, to further the best interests 
of the National Guard of New York and to increase the 
efficiency of the State forces.” 

J. C. T.—There is the United States Soldiers’ Home, 
Washington, D.C., for soldiers of the Regular Arm: 
and there are National Homes for disabled Volunteer 
soldiers and sailors at Dayton, Ohio; Milwaukee, Wis.:

Answer: While at a “present arms,” no 
other command should be given until the niece is 
brought to some other position, such as right shoulder, 
etc. If after a preparatory command be given, the 
officer changes his mind and desires to execute some 
other move he should command “As you were,”’ and then 
proceed. In the case you mention, “right shoulder 
arms” should have been executed by the men.

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FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


Another submarine boat, the last of the flotilla of 
five built by Vickers, Sons and Maxim, Limited, was 
launched at Barrow last month. The Engineer says: 
“No. 1 has been put through deep sea trials under the 
supervision of Captain Bacon, to whom the Admiralty 
have allotted this special duty. So far the submarines 
have given the greatest satisfaction. A large special 
submarine boat 100ft. long is being built at Barrow, but 
is not ready for launching.” ‘The French ironclads 
Valmy and Jemmapes, and the French cruiser Dupuy- 
de-Lome are to engage this month in some combined 
operations with submarines off Cherbourg. The Italian 
Government have sanctioned the sum of 800,000 lire 
for an under-water vessel. There are already two sub- 
marines in the Italian Navy—the Audace and the Del- 
fino. The latter is a small craft, 78 feet in length, and 
is driven by electricity both on the surface and when 
submerged. 

Two 80-ton guns, forming the armament of the pier 
turret at Dover, are to be removed as obsolete, and 
will probably be destroyed locally, owing to the heavy 
cost of transport. 





Socialist doctrines have found their way into the Rus- 
si Army and Navy, and Vice-Admiral Hilterbrandt 
has issued a secret order condemning the Socialist lit- 
erature which has been distributed among the sailors, 
and exhorting the men to hand over to the authorities 
those who distribute the books and pamphlets. 


“\ Naval Officer and a Yachtsmen,” suggests in a 
letter to the London Morning Post that British yachts- 
men be invited to form themselves into a society for the 
provision of scouts for the fleet. The type of scout sug- 
gested is of the destroyer type, to steam twenty-five 
knots, to carry little or no armament, and to be fitted 
with gear for etheric telegraphy. It is proposed that 
that thirty or forty gentlemen combine to build and man 
each of these vessels. Thus, the owners themselves would 
rm the crew in time of war, the stokers and engineers 

g recruited, as far as possible, from the owner’s 

loyes. Each vesse] would have on board three or four 
yichtsmen possessed of intimate knowledge of the French 
aml English coasts, and each capable of navigating and 
piloting the secut. Each scout would also need two 
electrical engineers to look after the wireless telegraphy. 





It is advised that a retired naval officer should captain 
every scout. “Such a craft,” says the originator the 
project, “steaming under letters of marque in war time, 
would be a valuable addition to any fleet, and would 
allow a naval yeomanry to assist in coast defense, while 
transforming yachting into an active profession.” 


Rear Admiral Marcus Lowther, who joined the British 
navy in 1831, writing to the United Service Gazette of 
nautical terms, says that in the old days port and star- 
board were in use for steering, and no mistakes were ever 
made by the helmsman; besides, they had been the “cus- 
tom of the sea” beyond the memory of man. Some sup- 
pose the two to be confounded, but sailors always put a 
strong accent on star and none on board. hese 
have a fulness wholly wanting in “right and left,’ both 
oe words, especially left, difficult to be heard in a 

reeze. 


The German Navy League has 600,000 members and 
its annual income is $500,000. During the agitation 
for the increase of the navy they distributed 6,000,000 
pamphlets, besides photographs of the maneuvers. The 
English Navy League has 14,000 members and an income 
of between $10,000 and $15,000. The amount spent by 
England on her navy, $150,000,000, is estimated to be 
one-fiftieth or two per cent. of the total income of the 
country. 


A cable despatch to the New York Sun reports that 
the Admiralty propose to test the structural strength of 
their torpedo boats by subjecting the Welf to a series of 
tests, which will include hogging and sagging strains. At 
first she will be sagged by being hung by the head and 
stern from two platforms having no support beneath. 
The middle will then be hogged; that is, she will be 
balanced across a pile of timber so that the full strain 
of the unsupported fore and aft parts will be thrown on 
the center of the vessel. The experiments will prove 
whether a destroyer’s hull is so weak, as was suggested 
in the case of the Cobra, that the back breaks when a 
wave lift her amidships or a sea lifts her in such a man- 
ner that the wave is hollow beneath her middle. 


The Japanese military authorities in Formosa are 
reported to have lately made an interesting experiment 
by mechanically protecting soldiers from the bites of 
mosquitoes. A whole battalion of soldiers was protected 
for 161 days and not a single case of fever was observed. 
During the same time and at the same place 259 cases 
of malaria occurred in another battalion not so protected.

WHY THE BOPRS KEPT UP THE FIGHT. 

A correspondent of Reuter’s Agency, writing from Pre- 
toria, says: “A body of about 60 men belonging to the 
Pretoria commando, having surrendered their arms in the 
field, marched through the town this morning clad in 
patched clothes, and some wholly clad in skins, roughly 
cut. They marched along quietly, four deep, and went 
to the camping ground in the north of the town, where 
they were provided with tents, food, forage and horses. 
Much ingenuity has been displayed in the manufacture 
of clothes. In one case a pair of boots had been made 
of the cover of an old portmanteau, and in another a 
hat was produced, and not one of the spectators could 
tell out of what material it was made. On examination 
it was found to consist of the lining of a cow’s paunch, 
stiffened and hardened in the sun, and made a very ser- 
viceable article. 

“T had several conversations with leading Boers yes- 
terday and discussed with them many subjects connected 
with the war. The only bitterness observable among 
them was the feeling of resentment against the European 
Powers, and more especially France and Germany. hey 
declared that the war had been protracted unnecessarily 
owing to the hopes held out by the attitude of the press 
of these two countries. One prominent Boer expressed 
the hope that some day he would be allowed to fight on 
the side of the British troops against one of these Powers. 
Those Boers talked with, manifested, as others have done, 
intense pride in their new heritage as British subjects, 
asking innumerable questions about the extent and the 
resources of the empire. One made the suggestion that 
the British Government should charter a steamer to take 
round the empire some prominent Boers, selected by them- 
selves, so that they might realize personally the true ex- 
tent of the empire and bring them back to South Africa, 
an object-lesson to their fellows.”

from deserting his wife, tried to induce 
her to accompany him, but she refused. 
At the last moment he sent again to her. 
putting at her disposal a safe escort to 
the Portuguese frontier. Her reply was: 
“I will remain where I am. It is you who 
have kindled this fire, and you ought to 
stay to put it out.”
